Lewis Predicts Mechanized Dixie: 
Calls Big Pay Anti-Red Insurance 


By RALPH McGILL. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—This is an interview 
with John L. Lewis, president of the powerful 
United Mine Workers of America. It has a slight 
southern accent. 

“I see the south as the one region which will 
have the greatest development in the nation,” he 
said. “This development will be hastened by 
present day facts, such as the atomic bomb. It 
mo longer will be sensible to have our industry 
concentrated in a few areas. But, even without 
that, the south would have got a great share of 
the decentrglization of industry. 


“How great this will be depends on the leader- 
ship and the thinking of the south. That leader- 
Ship must face the facts of today and see that 
economics and humanity cannot be separated. It 
is not possible wistfully to look backward while 
the farm security act makes it possible for a few 
small farmers to buy their farms the job really 
belongs to the banks. They ought to have the vis- 
fon to see that a family owning its own land 
Means a profit to the bank. 


INCOME OF FARMERS 


“The peacetime income of thousands of south- 
ern farmers is $500, or less, per year. That means 
his few dollars put no man to work making a 
rug in New Jersey, or manufacturing furniture in 
Atlant. It buys no oranges from Florida or 
, Stoves from Pittsburgh. He is not a part of the 
economy. He does not buy a newspaper, or any- 
thing advertised in a newspaper. He struggles 
a oad cold facts of bare existence. It seems to

“I have had a talk,” he continued, “with men 
high in the chemical industry. There is an expan- 
gion of at least $5,000,000,000 ahead in that in- 
dustry.

their region they will be followed by associated 
service industries.

John L. Lewis is vigorously against any con- 
cessions to Russia. No banker, businessman, Wall 
Street operator or editor is more fearful of Rus- 
sian influence than John L. Lewis. And few are 
as outspoken. 

“The doctrine of Communism is being spread 
in England and the countries of Europe,” he said. 
“We will have an increasing number of agents in 
this country. We have had some all along. Some 
of them are in position of leadership in labor. 
They are in public places as well. They serve 
that cause by opposing anything which is anti- 
Communistic. They do not — it. They work 
negatively. 

“This great country has an seaiieitadia policy it 
can sell to every citizen. That policy is to give to 
every citizen who works a wage which will en- 
able him to have a decent place to live, educate 
his children, to have enough to eat and wear and 
to face old age without fear of want. 

“That is not difficult. This country can do it. 
There will be, of course, a dispute as to what 
sort of a house and how much education and so 
on. But to prevent Communism from getting a 
following every country must take out that in- 
pose policy.

FAIR PROFIT. FOR WORKERS 

“TI believe the vast majority of American work- 
ing men believe in the private enterprise system, 
to use an overworked and often abused and dis- 
torted phrase. They believe in the profit system 
and in the liberty and opportunity of this coun- 
try. But this country must see that a proper 
share of the profits go to the men who produce 


As to the present problems he believes that 
production must go ahead quickly so that the 
wages paid will be able to buy goods at a reason- 
able price. He would not discuss the recent strike 
of foremen and supervisors in his union, saying 
it was discontinued in the public interest. 

As to foreign policy he thinks we must not 
make concessions to Russia which, in his opinion, 
regards all concessions as a sign of weakness. 
He sees and recognizes the obvious, that Russia 
is a great power sprawled over one-fourth of the 
globe. He believes Russia promotes Communism 
in other countries and believes it necessary for 
this country to. “take out its insurance policy” 
against Communism. 

He did not discuss the possibility of the mine 
workers affiliating with the American Federation 
of Labor. But on the day of the interview his 
great and good friend, Dave Dubinsky, president 
of the International Ladies’ Garment Workers, 
elected to the American Federation Council. — 
MAY GO TO AFL 

This probably means that Lewis’ miners, the 
most disciplined and solid union in America, will 
become affiliated with AFL within the next 
12 months, or less. While Lewis created the CIO 
and respects many of its leaders, he patently does 
not like some of its leaders. When he speaks of 
some labor people in high positions following the 
Communist line he makes it clear there are, in 
his opinion, only a few. But the inference I got 
is that he believes these few such men are in 
some of the CIO unions. 

John L. Lewis is a very solid citizen. And, 
despite the fact the nation thinks of him as a 
ruthless man, which he is, the fact remains he is, 
in many respects, a conservative.

Venezuela 
Fighting 
Continues 


CARACAS, Venezuela, Oct. 20 
(?)—Violent fighting broke out in 
the streets of Caracas tonight and 


the revolutionary junta declared 
it was using tanks and artillery 
against government forces. 

Radio San Cristobal in western 
Venezuela said that President 
Isaias Medina y Angarita had been 
reinstated in Caracas, after gov- 
ernment cavalry had cleared rev- 
olutionary forces from Miraflores 
Palace. 

The revolutionary junta 
warned citizens to remain  in- 
doors. 

Radio San Cristobal, still in the 
hands of forces loyal to President 
Isaias Medina y Angarita, an- 
nounced that loyalist troops still 
were fighting  revolutionists 
“street by street and house by 
house” in Caracas. The broadcast 
was heard in Bogota. 


REBELS SURROUNDED 


Barquisimeto, capital of the 
northwestern state of Lara, ap- 
parently fell to the revolutionists, 
although some rebel troops were 
reported surrounded by Medina 
forces near there. The Barquisi- 
meto station was heard trying to 
establish contact with insurrec- 
tionists at Valencia, about mid- 
way between Barquisimeto and 
Caracas. : 

The seven-man military junta 
in control of the capital said that 
seizure of the arsenal at Maracay, 
60 miles west of Caracas, gave 
the revolutionists enough planes, 
tanks, artillery and troops to sup- 
press quickly any resistance by 
the forces of President Medina. 

The radio station at Tachira, 
apparent center of forces loyal | 
to Medina, claimed a force of 16,- 
000 men under Gen. David Lopez 
Henriquez. was marc rém | 
that-western state ashing em 
some 400 miles away. The station 
said Medina was not a captive, 
but was fighting with loyalists 
in Caracas, 


HARD FOE 

The junto maintained that the 
strongest resistance was being en- 
countered from troops led by Leon 
Jurado, president of the western 
state of Lara. 

He was estimated to have 5,000 
troops in the port city of Coro, 
200 miles northwest of Caracas, 
but the junta announced it would 
send tanks and planes against 
them if they did not surrender. 

The United States Embassy said 
its building was hit about 100 
times by machine gun and rifle 
bullets yesterday, but no Ameri- 
cans were harmed. There were 
no reports of other foreigners 
hurt. 


LOOTERS BUSY 

Looters, who ranged through 
the residential districts attacking 
homes of Medina government of- 
ficials, respected foreign property. 

The country was still in a con- 
fused state as the government be- 
gan its first day under the new 
junta, which launched the revolu- 
tionary movement on Thursday. 

Many of the police force had 
been wounded or killed in the 
revolution, which claimed at least 
50 lives and wounded 100 more. 

Transportation, which had been 
paralyzed, was being revived. 

A heavy guard with fixed bay- 
onets stood in front of the Mira- 
flores palace. Occasional shots by 
civilians punctured the air, but 
the junta has succeeded in collect- 
ing a large number of weapons. 

The junta said it would respect 
all contracts made by the consti- 
tutional government, especially 
oil contracts and other obligations.

Frauleins Accused of Poisoning 
: Minds of Gls Against Russians. 


BERLIN, Oct. 20.—(#)—A U. S.fslightly affected by the flattery? sinuations and remarks of the Ger- 


soldier columnist said today that 
German girls, taking their cue 
from Goebbels, were poisoning the 


minds of American troops against 
the Russians, and warned that un- 
less counter-measures were taken 
soon American-Russian co-opera- 
tion would be endangered. 

Columnist Harold Kempner, 
writing in “Grouper,” weekly 
newspaper of the American mili- 
tary government, declared the 
frauleins were making all manner 
of accusations, 

“Some GIs have been taken in 
by this vicious and persistent 
propaganda campaign against our 
Russian comrades,” the writer 
said. “Combat troops who fought 
their way through Germany and 
hated the krauts are being re- 
placed by men who are being 


and bull thrown by the frauleins. 

“This effort to blame everything 
on the Russians, if allowed to 
blossom out unchallenged, may 
eventually nullify some of our 
aims and make co-operation with 
our Allies an even more difficult 
job. The Russians have fought 
hard in this war, just as we have, 
to crush our common enemy and 
bring about a unanimous victory. 

“Meanwhile, the frauleing take 
our cigarets and candy and then 
tell us the mistake we made fight- 
ing the Germans on the side of the 
Russians. 

“What have we been doing to 
combat the German propaganda, 
spearheaded by the frauleins, to 
turn us against the Russians? 
Have we toughened up the new- 
coming GIs against this German 


line? Are we reacting to the in-| 


mans which are becoming a daily 


occurrence in Berlin? 
“These pertinent questions de- 


mand an answer and solution... 
It was our war and our victory. 
Now it is our peace and we in- 
tend to keep it. But we can keep 
it only if we stick with the Rus- 
sians and other Allies.” 

The tactics of German girls, 
Kempner said, are to flatter the 
American soldiers and then “em- 
bark on the familiar tirade blam- 
ing everything on the Russians,” 
charging that “the Russians raped 
their sisters and mothers and 
looted their homes.” 

“Where Goebbels’ huge propa- 
ganda machine failed in splitting 
the Allies,” he continued, “the 
frauleins have taken the cue and 
are hell-bent to accomplish it.”

Army Plans 
To Blast 
3 Plants 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—()— 
The United States Army has 
moved in on I. G. Farben, giant 
German chemical and munitions 
corporation, “to forever destroy” 
its stranglehold on German indus- 
try and end its war-making power, 

Most of its known plants in the 
American military zone have been 
seized, the War Department an- 
nounced today. Three of its muni- 
tions plants already have been or- 
dered blown up, the American mil- 
itary government disclosed in 
Berlin. | 

The War Department said an- 
other early step will be a pro 
posal that the Allied Control Couns 
cil for Germany outlaw cartel ar 
rangements in general to break up 


the world-wide combine set up 
by Farben. 


45 PLANTS TAKEN 


Gen. Eisenhower reported that 
the Army has seized 45 Farben 
plants, 25 of its sales offices and 
four i eous installations. 
Marked for early demolition, the 
AMG disclosed in Berlin, are the 
Fabrik Kaufbeuren (smokeless 
powder) anger at Kaufbeuren; the 
Fabrik benhausen (nitrocetlu- 
lose) plant near Ingolstadt, and 
the Fabrik Aschau (nitrocellulose) 
plant at Meuhldorf. 

Industrial investigators and de 
molitions experts are prepering toe 
blast the plants wi ' 

The AMG in 
nounced that five additional Ger- 
man industrial plants have been 
declared available for reparations 
eligible ‘to be shipped:out of Ger- 
many in payment of art war 
claims bringing to 21 the number 
of plants in American zone 
marked for that purpose. 

In de-Nazifying I. G. personnel, 
896 officers and employes have 
been fired and some key directors 
imprisoned. 

“Actual seizure of possession, di- 
rection and control of substanti- 
ally all known I. G. plants, prop- 
erties and assets in the U.S. zone 


6,000,000,000 reichmarks. About 
$2,400,000,000, as “the largest cor- 
poration in Germany and the larg- 
est chemical corporation in the 
world.” 

The general detailed operations 
of the huge organization as re 
vealed in documents found in its 
headquarters in Frankfurt and 
scattered in various parts of Ger- 
many. He said the Nazis made 
strenuous efforts to get some rec- 
ords into the American zone and 
— undoubtedly were conceal- 


BIG IN CARTELS 


It was the “greatest participant 
in international cartels” and 
through such alliances with come 
petitors, it regulated “in effect, 
the production and sales of a great 
many companies” over which it 
had no financial control. It was 
party to more than 2,000 cartels. 

The corporation made “acquisl- 
tions by conquest,” following close- 
ly behind the Reich’s conquering 
armies from 1938 onward. 

It was Germany’s greatest war 
producer. It was supreme in the 
field of research. Its inventions 
were protected “by the most elab- 
orate patent system known to the 
world. 

Concerning the eventual break- 
up of I. G., the report said it is 
“deemed advisable to accomplish 
this break-up in an orderly man- 
ner, giving paramount considera- 
tion to preventing another monop- 
oly from rising a few years hence, 
out of the components.” 


SMALL SHARE 
The report disclosed that the 


United States zone has the small- 
est percentage of I. G. plants in 


| Germany, while the Russian zone 


holds the largest. The American 
zone has 9.75 per cent; the Russian 
pe British 11.50 and French 
20.20. 

The report commented that it 
was intended at the time of the 
seizure that the properties involv- 
ed would be placed at the disposal 
of the four-power agency, the Al- 
lied Control Council, but that this 
action has not been completed. 


PERSONNEL JAILED 


“A number of key personnel of 
I. G. found in the U. S. zone were 
imprisoned pending further check 
of Nazi and militaristic activities, 
and determination whether trials 
as war criminals will be made,” 
the report said. 

It listed 16 of the better known 
officids of the corporation, in- 
cluding Carl Krauch, chairman of 
the board of directors and “re- 
sponsi.'e official, under Herman 
Goering, for development and pro- 
duction” in Germany’s four-year 
plan.

Five Roads Demanded 
For Postwar Traffic 


Editor’s Note: City, county and state officials plan to work At- 
lanta’s Lochrier Plan into the federal government’s three-biilion- 
dollar highway construction program outlined in the following story. 

The Lochner Plan, consisting of a system of four-lane express 
highways leading into the heart of the city, has the approval of

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—(#)—Industrial leaders and highway 
officials rate modernization of the nation’s highways as an economic 
“must.” They say that the three-year $3,000,000,000 highway improve- 
ment program now being launched by the federal government and the 
states should be continued over a long period. Better roads will pay 
dividends, they contend, by reducing motor car fatalities and by cut- 
ting the cost of distributing billions of tons of farm products and mer-

The American Association of 
State Highway officials predicts 
that within 15 years motor vehicle 
traffic may be double the prewar 
levels. It says “the national econ- 
omy cannot expand without a cor- 
responding expansion in transpor- 
tation. Every step in the growth 
of the nation has been based on 
highway progress.” 

40,000 DEATHS 

The association, citing the 40,000 
deaths on roads and streets in 
1941, says: 

“We can’t afford to kill 80,000 
Americans a year in the future 
when traffic is double the pre-war 
level. Postwar highway builders 
must give safety to every mile o 
road.” 

Paul G. Hoffman, chairman of 
the committee for economic de- 
‘ velopment, says a highway mod- 
_ ernization program “is long over- 
due, to make roads and streets 
capable of handling increasing 
traffic.” 

Tests have been made to meas- 
ure the cost of inadequate high- 


ways. 
MIDWEST TEST 

At Iowa State college five new 
automobiles were driven 36,000 
milés apiece during the course of 
a@ year on gravel and pavement. 
The cars operated on grave] had 
a record of two miles less per gal- 
lon of gasoline, twice as much oil 
consumed, tire wear twice as great 
at 25 miles per hour, 58 times as 
many punctures and heavier wear 
on brake drums, cylinders and 
bearings. 

Street intersections are costly to 
the motorist. The Iowa tests in- 
dicated that at a speed of 35 miles 
an hour a single stop and start 
normally wears away about as 
«much rubber as a mile of travel. 
At the same speed a single stop 
and start by an average passenger 
car consumes as much gasoline as 
15 mile of driving on a straight 
road. 

Another study showed that mak- 
ing four or five complete stops 
r - mile on the streets of down- 
town Boston increased gasoline 
consur.:ption 50 per cent over what 
it would have been if the streets 
had not been congested. 

It was estimated that $18,000 
per year was being wasted on each 
mile of the streets surveyed be- 
cause of this extra gasoline cost 
alone. 

In 1916 the average American 
traveled approximately 450 miles 
per year outside his home town. 
In 1940 his total travels averaged 
2,400 miles. In 1920 there was 


,one motor vehicle for every 11 
persons in the United States. In 
1940 there was one vehicle for 
every 4 persons. The forecast for 
1950 is one vehicle to 3.5 persons. 

Motor car travel is expected to 
increase because: 

1. Transportation to and from 
work, resulting from predicted in- 
creased employment, will require 
more facilities than before the 
war, 

2. The work week probably will 
be shortened and this will result 
in increased time for travel and 
recreation. ; 

LOW COST TRANSPORTATION 

| 3. Costs of all types of trans- 
portation eventually will be lower 
because of new vehicle and engine 
designs and the use of lightweight 
materials and more efficient fuels. 

4. Consumers will be able to 
purchase new cars and trucks as a 
result of wartime savings. 

An increase in truck transporta- 
tion is expected to result from 
newly located industries and de- 
centralized communities where 
rail facilities may not be available. 

The wartime advance of air 
transportation may mean a shift 
of substantial volumes of light- 
weight freight to the air. But high- 
way authorities say the motor ve- 
hicle will be supreme in the field 
of short-run local travel—essential 
to the daily conduct of business 
and community life. 

AUTO ONLY TRANSPORT 

A total of 54,000 communities, 
or four out of every 10 communi- 
ties in the United States, depend 
entirely upon the highway system 
‘for both passenger and freight 
| service. A total of 2,320 United 
‘States cities, with a combined pop- 
ulation of 12,600,000, are without 
any local passenger transportation 
except the automobile. | 

Highway authorities say the de- 
pendence of the farmer on motor 
transport is indicated by the fact 
that 1,000,000 trucks and 4,000,000 
passenger cars are on farms. Sur- 
véys indicate there are many more 
autos than telephones or modern 
bath tubs on farms. 

The automobile people like to 
tell this story: 

When a farm wife was asked by 
a U. S. Department of Agriculture 
investigator why the family owned 
a car and not a bath tub, she re- 
plied with surprise: “Why, you 
can’t go to town in a bath tub.” 

A big increase is expected in the 
motor tourist industry. Before the 
war American tourists were spend- 
ing $6,000,000,000 a year for travel 
on highways and food, lodging and 
entertainment incidental to this 
travel,

and concessions.

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The mayor stressed the fact 
that cities of the nation have 
borne the brunt of aviation de- 
velopment, expending large sums 
on fields and other facilities, and 
that few states made any substan- 
tial contribution while aviation 
was in‘its infancy. He said as a 
matter of justice, the cities which 
already have made large outlays | 
should be recognized by congress | 
and be permitted to deal directly 
with the federal agencies which 
will be established to assist in fu- 
ture development. 

Congress last week passed a bill 
providing $750,000,000 to be ex- 
pended by the federal government 
over a period of years to aid in 
development of aviation. Previous- 
ly, the senate had approved $350,- 
000,000 for the same purpose, and 
the two houses must reconcile 
their differences through confer- 
ence committees.

GSCW Flying Class 


‘WED 63 YEARS 


Awaits Parents OK 


By MARY KEY WYNNE, 
Constitution Staff Writer. ; 
MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., Oct. 20.—A group of students at Georgia 
State College for Women will soon be sprouting tender, young wings— 


someday to fly off into the “wild blue yonder.” 


Some 30 GSCW girls, who plan 
to take a flying course from King’s 
Air Service as soon as they receive 
permission from their parents, 
made a visit this week to the air- 
port here to take a demonstration 
flight. Several experienced a first 
trip into the air, piloted by former 
Army fliers now in civilian flying 
business. 

This flying course has been 
opened to the students by the col- 
lege, but the student is required 
to pay the $67 fee for the course, 
which takes the flier through her 
first solo. The college will, how- 
ever, regulate the flying class pe- 
riods and training, which will 
start as soon as parental permis- 
sion is granted. 

“The girls will be graded on 
their flying,’ Guy H. Wells, pres- 
ident of GSCW, said. “They will 
also be given credit for the course, 
but how much I don’t know. That 
will be determined by the Uni- 
versity System.” 

R. E. King, Kansas-born owner 
of the air service and a squadron 
commander at the primary flying 
school in Americus from Novem- 
ber, 1941, until the school closed 
in September, 1944, said that each 
girl would be guaranteed train- 
ing through her solo flight. 

“Some will be able to solo be- 
fore others,” King said. “That will 
depend upon the weather condi- 
tions and the ability of the stu- 
dent. However, each girl will be 
required to have eight hours in 
the air before she goes up alone. 
The average student usually fin- 
ishes a solo course in about. five 
weeks. 

“Yes, the girls can go much fur- 
ther than the solo course,” he con- 
tinued. “We are licensed to give 
students advanced training and to 
take them on up through instru- 
ment training. 

“To begin with though, the girls 
will take their training in Aeroni- 
cas, Each class will be one-half

“We were sent there to 
set up a defense at all costs; be 
cause that was the city the ‘Ger- 
mans had to have in order to car- 
ry out their plans. If they got it 
they would have use of the rail- 
roads and highways leading out 
from it. We denied ’em the use of 
it,” he added simply with a grin.

Nelson’s unit fought up to the 
very last gasp in southern Ger- 
many. A stubborn S. S. Division 
entrenched in the mountains re- 
fused to give up until the high 
command officially signed and an- 
nounced the surrender. When at 
length the Germans did come 
down from the mountains, they 


‘were all in full-dress uniforms, 


headed by their nattily attired 
general, 

“One of my boys jumped out 
and grabbed that general's pistol 
before he could hand it over. He 
wanted it as a souvenir.” 

Nelson returned to the States 
last month, receiving his discharge 
on Sept. 20. He and his wife are 
leaving shortly for Schenectady, 
N. Y., his former home, where 
they will reside. 

“I sure hate to leave Atlanta,” 
said Nelson, shaking his head sad- 
ly. “It’s the best city in the world, 
and we're planning on coming 
back some day.”

Atlanta’s Glamour Boulevard is the most unglamorous street in 


the city. 
It thrives on such items as Gra- 
ble’s legs, that Bacall “Look,” 
atra’s “Voice”—if that can be 
called glamorous—and Gable’s 
haircut, also a questionable glam- 
Sur item, but Glamour Boule- 
Vard’s. outward appearance is 
@rab, dingy and cluttered. It is 
Imost a forgotten street as far as 
the Atlanta public, which thinks 
right name—Film Row—is the 
title of a mythical avenue, which 
doesn’t exist at all. 

It does, though. Ask any bank- 
er. He knows. For the day’s re- 
ceipts on Glamour’ Boulevard, 
where the intake from literally 
thousands of theaters throughout 
10 states is counted and checked 
winds up in the tills of the city’s 
larger depositories and these mil- 
lions annually make a bulge in the 
banker’s pocketbook. 

‘Film Row is the home of the 
southeastern offices of M.G.M., 
Warner Bros., 20th Century Fox, 
Paramount, Universal, United Art- 
ists, R.K.O., Republic, PRC and 
a half dozen lesser film compa- 
nies which supply entertainment 
to millions upon millions of the- 
atergoers throughout the south— 
as far away as Texas and Okla- 
homa, Kentucky and Louisiana. 
It is nestled quietly in the three 
blocks running west on Walton 
street from Spring. 

BACKBONE OF INDUSTRY 

These offices are the backbone 
of the movie industry and its 
thousands of workers—there are 
many glamorous girls at work 
here each day—are the unsung he- 
roes of the movies. There are no 
Gables or Lana Turners, no Betty 
Grables or Huttons here, but were 
it not for Film Row, Atlantans 
as well as Miamians and the coun- 
try folk of Boston, Ga., wouldn't 
know Hutton from Lamour. For 
these are the offices which put 
such familiar faces as Bette Da- 
vis’ and Humphrey Bogart’s on 
the movie map. 

The thing that makes Film 
Row—or Glamour Boulevard—un- 
glamorous in spite of its “super- 

antic, colossal” product is that 

ilm Row is a business center. No 
doubt it handles more money in 
one day than any other three city 
blocks in the entire town. No one 
would attempt to estimate the 
“cash” which pours into the reg- 
isters down on this heavily con- 
gested street, but it runs way up 
into the millions. This is where 
movie millionaire theater owners 
from New Orleans, Miami, Jack- 
sonville, Memphis, Charlotte and 
Stockbridge, come to bicker over 
the prices of films, which has been 
made in Hollywood. More wran- 
gliing and close figuring goes into 
the consummation of one sales con- 
tract—the large ones of course— 
than ever goes on over the produc- 
tion of “Gone With the Wind,” or 
a “Rebecca,” 

BSUPERSALESMEN 

The sales staffs of Warners, M.- 
G.-M., 20th Century Fox, Para- 
mount and the others are special- 
ists in their field. They know 
more about salesmanship in a min- 
ute than the proverbial brush 
salesman does in an hour. They 
are diplomats, lawyers, soap box 
orators, entertainers and salesmen 
plus, rolled into one. 

To the people who frequent Film 
Row, an adjective is an integral 

art of their business. Such super- 

tives as “magnificent, stupendous, 
colossal, superb, gorgeous and 
atomic” are every-day words used 
to describe the relative merits of 
@ movie, which in every-day lingo 
would be best defined as “good, 
very good, or fine.” These super- 
adjectives are part of show busi- 
ness, like the plaid suit and the 
Spats and cane. A showman has 
never been accused of overexag- 
gerating anything. But many’s the 
time he’s been called down for 
underplaying his hand. 

The impression most people 
have is that movies are made in 
Hollywood and then just show up 
on the screens of local theaters, by 
some miracle. But, what the pub- 
lic doesn’t know is that the sgala- 
ries earned by some of the dis- 
trict managers and division man- 
agers of the film companies on 
Glamour Boulevard would make 
Betty Grable’s look like a “hand 
out.” Without these offices, which 
sell the film, distrinbute it to the 
theaters throughout the south, in- 
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spect it and pack it, there would 
be no movies.” 

In the shipping departments of 
the various film companies are 
large vaults, protected by massive 
steel doors similar to the ones in 
the banks in which such movies as 
“Weekend at the Waldorf,” “Sara- 
toga Trunk” and “Bell for Adano” 
are kept until they are released 
for showings in the theaters serv- 
iced by the southeastern district 
offices. 

For instance, should Nat Wil- 
liams, who operates theaters in 
Boston, Thomasville, Quitman and 
other small towns in south Geor- 
gia want a “print” of “Weekend 
at the Waldorf,” he would wire 
or call the Atlanta office. The 
sales organization would quote 
him the price of the film with 
regard to the specific town he 
would play. (The price varies ac- 
cording to whether the film is first 
run, the seating capacity of the 
house and various other technical 
points which are too involved to 
quote here.) The shipping de- 
partment would then take a print 
from the vault, express it to Wil- 
liams’ theater. Often the film 
would arrive only a half hour be- 
fore it was to open on the screen.

‘with the “print,” the film com- 
| pany would pick up the film and 
return it to Atlanta. 

| These “prints” are not confined 
to one each of the films. There 
are thousands of “prints” of each 
picture and this facilitates show- 
ings simultaneously in as many as 
thousands of cities and towns at 
the same time. 

When it is considered the num- 
ber of theaters the country over, 
it is evident that making a movie 
is only a small part of the actual 
bringing the film to the screens of 
theaters throughout the United 
States. 

Hollywood may have its stars, 
its premieres and its glamour 
girls, but the unsung heroines and 
heroes of the movie industry are 
the men and women who report 
to work at 8 a. m. along Atlanta’s 
Tea “Glamour Boule- 
vard.”

Arnall Says 
State Health 
Is Important 


Gov. Arnall has labeled as one 
of Georgia’s most pressing postwar 
needs an adequate program to pro- 
tect the citizens’ health, 

In declaring that the state and 
local health programs should be 


expanded, however, the Governor 
yesterday said that Georgians 
must decide whether they want it 
and want to pay for it. 

“It cannot be paid for without 
increasing the state’s income, and 
the state can get money only by 
collecting taxes from its citizens,” 
Arnall warned. 


The Governor issued the follow- 
ing statement yesterday: 

“The State Department of Public 
Health should be expanded, county 
health programs should be encour- 
aged effectively, and additional 
facilities should be created to sup- 
plement Alto, 

“The rural sections of Georgia, 
many of which cannot bear the 
expense of adequate public health 
services, should receive the assist- 
ance that is required. 

“State expenditures for public 
health need to be increased. The 
accomplishments of the depart- 
ment of public health in. ridding 
Georgia of diptheria, typhoid, 
hookworm and pellagra indicate 
what can be done on other fronts 
if efforts are financed adequately. 

“The work of county health 
councils, which are seeking to co- 
ordinate. programs for improved 
health services to our people, will | 
be more important and effective 
in coming months. | 

“It is possible to stamp out pre- 
ventable disease in Georgia, to 
promote community acceptance of 
the responsibility for adequate 
hospital facilities, to provide prop- 
er clinical and hospital care of tu- 
bercular patients whose number is 
on the increase now in Georgia, 
and generally to safeguard the 
health of our citizens.

The nation’s total of workers idle due to strikes teetered at around 
the 425,000 mark this weekend, with tomorrow marked as a crucial 
day in at least three major disputes. 


The crippling, six-state soft coal 
strike, which had accounted for 
approximately 216,000 idle during 
the last month, was abruptly 
called off last week by John L. 
Lewis, and the expected return of 
the miners tomorrow would re- 
duce the national total to around 
210,000, lowest in several weeks.

Both company and union were 
given the right to appeal to the 
panel to determine if there have 
been changes in the national wage 
pattern. 

Production at the Kenosha, Wis., 
plant of the American Brass Com- 
pany was resumed after members 
of the Brass and Copper Workers’ 
Union (AFL) approved a new 
contract, the terms of which were 
undisclosed. Operations had been 
suspended for seven. weeks. 


PORT HOUSTON FLARES 

After an 18-day strike of 35,000 
stevedores, officials of the AFL 
Longshoremen’s Union reported a 
general resumption of work in 
New York’s busy harbor, but new 
waterfront trouble was reported 
at the port of Houston and the 
entire central gulf coast of Texas. 

A wage dispute precipitated the 
walkout of 1,000 warehousemen in 
Houston, Galveston and Lake 
Charles, La., and 2,500 longshore- 
men joined in a sympathy strike 
which tied up shipping in Houston 
and along the Texas gulf. 


At the Akron, Ohio, Seiberling 
Rubber Company more than 1,500 
employes..were idled by a walk- 
out of 75 mechanical and mainte- 
nance employes, members of the 
CIO United Rubber Workers, over 
a wage dispute. 


In Tennessee, the AFL Carpen- 
ters’ Local No, 50 voted to end a 
two-week walkout of 4,000 Knox- 
ville and Clinton Engineer Works 
carpenters. Carl Whisman, union 
recording secretary, said the men 
were returning to work pending 
the decision of national wage of- 
ficials on a 10 per cent wage in- 
crease.

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Apathy and Second-Rate Leaders 
Foster Fascist Favor in Europe 


By RANDAL HEYMANSON. 

HEADQUARTERS U.S. THIRD 
ARMY, BAVARIA.— (NANA) — 
Possibly the most subtle form of 
demoralization rampant in Europe 
today is apathy. It worries one 
even in London; in Germany, 
where so many cities resemble the 
gaunt ruins of Pompeii, it is al- 
most a necessary condition of 
living. 

Yet it is unhealthy and favor- 
able to the growth of some form 
of authoritarianism rather than to 
the development of democracy. 

In London I found Mr. R, G. 
Casey, former Australian minister 
to the United States, worried lest 
the British people should. lose 
faith in parliamentary government 
if: the Attlee administration fails 
to solve the tremendous economic 
and social problems confronting 
it; in Germany Dr. Wilhelm Hoeg- 
ner, the newly appointed minister- 
president of Bavaria, appeared re- 
signed to a long period of paternal 
government when I saw him in 
his unheated and meagerly fur- 
nished office. In Prague the dep- 
uty minister of foreign affairs was 
unwilling to express more than a 
pious hope that the United Nations 
organization would work; in Paris 
I found nobody ready to look be- 
yond the forthcoming elections. 

The absence of positive leader- 
ship from America and England 
contributes to the general apathy 
in western Europe. Many are 
turning towards Communism, 
which has a superficially attrac- 
tive program and a relentless 
party discipline, and though the 
majority in France, Germany and 
Czechoslovakia undoubtedly do 
not desire revolution and are 
suspicious of Russian influence, 
the old parties are discredited and 
people do not know where to go. 
DECAY OF MORALS 

Admitting that he is perturbed 
by the “decay of German morals 
and dullness of mind,” Dr. Hoeg- 
ner nevertheless places great faith 
in German youth and in the possi- 
bility of re-educating it. He does 


not think that 12 years of Naziism 
has been sufficient to corrupt it; 
on the contrary he told me that he 
finds strong evidence of a revival 
of idealism in the young people 
of Germany. 

He admits there are not suffi- 
cient teachers free of Nazi taint 
and states that no learned man 
can be expected to reverse his po- 
sition overnight. Such conduct 
would both humiliate and discred- 
it the teacher. He proposes to 
meet the problem by calling upon 
men of lesser talent to fill the 
chairs in the universities and con- 
duct classes in the schools. 

“Character is more important 
than knowledge in a teacher,” he- 
said, thus reversing a century-old 
dogma of German pedantry. 

There is, however, a danger in 
pushing mediocrity too far. In oth- 
er parts of Germany and Czecho- 
slovakia, I have heard United 
States Army officers express the 
fear that the emergence of second- 
rate men may weaken the fibre 
of Europe. This is a problem par- 
ticularly grave in the liberated 
countries where almost any man 
of prominence finds himself in an 
exposed position. 

ATTRACTS CARPETBAGGERS 


Forced to meet Germans in the 
course of their ordinary duties 
many have been accused of col- 
laboration by men of lesser talent. 
These nonentities could claim a 
politically unblemished record 
simply because nobedy had ever 
heard of them before. A number 
of people prominent in art, let- 
ters, science and music as well as 
politics have been forced into re- 
tirement by the slander of envi- 
ous rivals. A continent cannot lie 
enfeebled and ravaged, as is Eu- 
rope today, without attracting car- 
petbaggers. 

There is a good deal of criticism 
here of the refugees who are be 
ginning to return to Europe from 
the United States. in army uni- 
forms as civilian employes of the 
War Department and other U. S. 
government agencies.

Sits Erect 


MIAMI BEACH, Fia., Oct. 20.— 
(?)—Eight-year-old Jerry Wrinn, 
once pronounced doomed by Army 
physicians, performed setting-up 
exercises today while his mother 
softly whispered the word “mira- 
cle.” 


The smiling youngster, whose 
case aroused nation-wide interest, 
is suffering from muscular dys- 
trophy and has recently been un- 
der treatment by a New York 

specialist. 
“Jerry isn’t cured yet,” said the 
mother, Mrs. Frank J. Wrinn, 
wife of a former U. S. Army ser- 
geant. 

“His legs are still useless. But 
it’s wonderful to see him improve 
just a little each day.” 

Six weeks ago, before going to 
New York, Jerry was so weaken- 
ed by the muscle-wasting disease 
that he could not lift his arms 
higher than his chest and he was 
helpless to raise his back from 
a lying-down position. 

Today, with gleeful pride in his 
new-found strength, Jerry flexed 
his arms above his head while his 
father, a veteran of the Normandy 
invasion, counted off “one, two

Then, slowly with great diffi- 
culty, the boy lay flat and hoisted 
his frail body inch by inch until 
he was sitting erect—a feat his 
parents had never again expected 
to see. 


British Try 
Officer Who 
Sold Secrets 


LONDON, Oct. 20.—(/)—Nor- 
man Baillie-Stewart, former Sea- 
forth Highlander in the British 
army known as “The Officer in 
the Tower,” was flown here from 
Brussels today to answer new 
charges of aiding Germany. 


The exact charge against the 
pallid 36-year-old former officer 
was not announced. He was a pre- 
decessor, however, of William 
Joyce, “Lord Haw Haw,” who has 
been sentenced to death, in mak- 
ing broadcasts for the enemy. 

Baillie-Stewart was identified in 
1933 as the mysterious officer in 
London’s tower, and was tried be- 
fore a court-martial on a charge of 
selling secret information to a 
German agent for $250. 

In his trial he said the money 
was given to him by a girl for 
his affections. He finally was sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment 
and dishonorable discharge. Later 
he declared he had been tricked 
into a confession by a promise of 
release. 

In 1937 he was released by the 
government. The release caused 
considerable controversy in parlia- 
ment, where the policies of the 
late Neville Chamberlain were un- 
der fire, 

Last May American troops cap- 
tured Baillie-Stewart in Austria. 
He had renounced his British 
birthright and claimed Austrian 
citizenship following Hitler’s occu- 
pation of the country.

History of New York Mayors — 
Offers Varied Group of Characters 


By CARLE HODGE. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—(4)—Col- 
lecting picturesque mayors is not 
New York’s hobby—merely its 
fate. Probably no other big city 
has picked as its chiefs such a 
line of scholars, stooges, statesmen 
and playboys. 

Some were picturesque and ef- 
ficient, like Fiorello Henry La 
Guardia whose successor, the city’s 
100th mayor, will be elected Nov. 
6. Some were only picturesque. 

Yet the New York mayoralty 
often is called the No. 2 job in 
American Zovernment, second only 
to the presidency in political im- 
portance, simple arithmetic ex- 
plains. 

Fewer people live in any one of 
46 states—or in Sweden, Greece 
or the entire continent, of Aus- 
tralia—than the seven and a half 
million New York’s mayor serves 
and influences. His appointive 
powers are staggering. 


He’ commands 20,000 policemen, 
_ @ force larger than the standing 

Norwegian army. On his munici- 
pal payroll are some 154,000 per- 
sons, more than the 1940 popula- 
tion of Bridgeport, Conn., or 
Wichita, Kan. No state governor 
employs so many. 

He is responsible, among other 
things, for 5,701 miles of streets 
and two dozen huge hospitals. Al- 
most a million children attend his 
schools. 

His administration spends more 
than $617,000,000 a year. Only 
the federal budget exceeds that 
amount in this country. 

It is a complex job. Running 
New York, with its melting pot 
populace, is much like being the 
president of a polygot nation. 
Diplomacy is needed, as well as 
administrative know-how. 

Due as much to the showman- 
ship they have displayed as to the 
power they have wielded, Gotham’s 
executives perhaps are among the 
best known internationally, even 
more so than the lord-mayors of 
London, who are paid twice their 
$25,000-a-year salary. 

But no New York’ mayor has 
Climbed to the White House. De- 
witt Clinton, one of two who have 
become governor of New York 
state, once was a presidential can- 
didate. He was mayor in 1808. 

And despite the magnitude of 
the job, the world thinks chiefly 
of the New York mayoralty as a 
seemingly endless array of color- 
ful characters. 

It thinks of La Guardia, wisé- 
eracking Jimmy Walker or, earlier, 
of grasping Fernando Wood, who 
auctioned off the city hall and 
wanted New York to secede from 
the United States. And “Red 
Mike” Hylan, the smiling engineer, 
or glib William Jay Gaynor, the 
crusader who liked to quote the 
classics. 

The next four-year term, which 
begins Jan. 1, may well be filled 
by a quieter man. For none of the 
three lawvers who are candidates 
particularly promise the zeal of a 
La Guardia or the glamour of a 
Walker.

Tweed died in 
jail and Hall, resplendent in pince- 
nez and flawlessly tailored suits, 
successfully conducted his own de- 
fense against graft charges. 

Although he had been a bDril- 
liant reporter and a playwright 
and became a foreign correspond- 
ent, Hall never lived down the 
stigma of “Tweed’s Mayor.” 

New York has named belliger- 
ently honest mayors, too. George 
B. McClellan, son of the Union 
general, was made a Princeton 
history professor after sitting six 
years, 1904-09, at city hall.

“M. P.s 
assigned to patrol duty are on the 
alert t apprehend anyone at- 
tempting to gyp the soldiers.” 
Recently, M. P.s picked up a 
shoeshine boy attempting to enter 
the main gate into the post and 
found a fifth bottle of whisky hid- 
den in the shoebox. Other soldiers 
on the post have reported they 
have purchased whisky at prices 
almost double the regular price. 
Another problem with which 
military authorities are faced is 
the high and illegal prices some- 
times charged soldiers for a ride 
from the post to town. Soldiers 
often have been charged as much 
as $1 apiece to ride in a “wildcat” 
cab. If as many as five men ride 
in the cab, the price is about $5. 
The regular transportation 
charge of legitimate taxis is $1.20 
for a cab load*‘of soldiers from 
the post to downtown Atlanta. 
FREE TRANSPORTATION 
The Army offers the discharged 
soldiers free transportation in a 
government-operated bus to Atlan- 
ta train stations or to the bus de- 
t. 
W When the GI is discharged, post 
officials suggest that he purchase 
his railroad or bus ticket at the 
post—at a cost of 1 1-4 cents a 
mile with an Army travel allow- 
ance of 5 cents a mile—for his 
own protection. The GI bus is 
waiting to take him to town, 
whether he is homeward bound or 
lans to stop at a downtown At- 
anta hotel. 

Another suggestion to the GI 
from the Army is to mail his 
Army pay home as soon as he gets 
it. When a man receives his dis- 
charge papers at the separation 
center, he is given $50 in cash to 
assure comfortable passage home, 
and the remainder of the Army

NEW BOOK NEWS

KINGS OF OLD HAD THEIR court jesters. Truth, especially 
if unpleasant, was a bit more palatable to them if served with humor, 


This principle may’ explain the 
great popularity of modern car- 
toons (not to be confused with the 
so-called comics). ‘The cartoon is 
a humorous revelation of truth. 
Its subject matter is usually po- 
litical or social. Political cartoons 
are found on newspaper editorial 
pages, while those dealing with 
ordinary life situations appear 
elsewhere in the paper and in such 
magazines as the New Yorker, the 
Saturday Evening Post and Col- 
lier’s. Ever so often these are 
brought together in book form and 
thereby constitute not only first- 
rate entertainment, but a penetrat- 
ing pictorial commentary on mod- 
ern morals and manners. Three 
such confections are just off the 
press: “Stop or Ill Scream!” (Mc- 
Bride) edited by Gurney Williams; 
“This One’s on Me” (Whittlesey 
House), by Mischa Richter, and 
“Gardner Rea’s Sideshow”: (Mc- 
Bride), by Gardner Rea.

that all the drawings are by 
one artist. Every cartoonist 
seeks, of course, an individual 
style. Mr. Rea, like Peter Arno, 
Whitney Darrow Jr. and Charles 
Adams, has been especially suc- 
cessful in attaining individuality 
of line and character—so muth so 
that for more than a quarter of a 
century he has been regarded as 
tops by his fellow cartoonist. In 
the language of one critic, “They 
admire the easy grace of his 
draftsmanship; they praise him 
generously for the range, variety, 
and subtlety of his wit.”

Dur- 
ing the third year it becomes well 
and permanently: established. 


It can be seen from the above 
that the farmer who goes in for 
the growing of serecia lespedeza 
has aligned himself with the farm 
on a permanent basis. Otherwise 
he would engage in producing 
crops which would give him an 
annual income from the start. 


SERECIA A NEW CROP 


Serecia lespedeza is a relatively 
new crop; it has been established 
in Georgia only within the past 
15 years. I recall] hearing of it for 
the first time along about 1930, 
and the price of seed then was 
$20 per pound. Its early propo- 
nents stated that it would do for 
Georgia what alfalfa was doing 
for successful farming regions 
elsewhere.

bined and at about the time of the 
first frost the stems and leaves 
which pass through the ‘combine 
are gathered up and used in vari- 
ous ways.

Swanky Snack Bar Opened 
At St. Joseph's Intirmary | 


Down on Courtland street, at St. Joseph’s infirmary, where 
kind and patient Sisters of Mercy administer to the needs of 
those who are ill, a brand-new service ha been inaugurated 
for the convenience of patrons and nurses. The infirmary has 
installed and fully equipped a swanky snack bar, located on the 
main floor of the hospital adjoining the cafeteria, which is con- 
ceded to be the first of its kind to appear in any Atlanta hospital. 

The floor of the room is designed of green and gray terrazzo 
blocks and the walls are painted a warm maize color, with walnut 
woodwork. A large window, divided into three sections and hung 
with cream-colored Venetian blinds, taped in wine, permits rays 
of sunshine to flood the room, making it bright and cheerful. The 
individual tables, where guests are served, are of walnut with 
linen formica tops, and the chairs are also of walnut. 

The base of the counter and soda fountain are walnut, with a 
wine-colored marbelized linoleum top. There is always an attend- 
ant on duty from nine in the morning until nine in the evening. 
Nurses whose patients are too ill to leave for long, and patrons 
who do not wish to go into downtown Atlanta for lunch or dinner 
can secure light snacks at the bar very quickly. Chocolate sundaes, 
banana splits, ice cream and all sorts.of soft drinks are served, 
together with assorted sandwiches, candy, peanuts, salads and soups. 
Customers even find a delectable cold plate available on certain 
days of the week. 

The snack bar is not only designed as a convenience to patrons 
and nurses, but the proceeds from its sales will be used to defray 
the expenses of the clinics at St. Joseph’s which are conducted 
for patients coming from rural districts.

Dalton Lesche Club History 


iven by Mrs. 


At the recent meeting of Dal- 
ton Lesche Woman’s Club, a char- 
ter member, Mrs. Lee McWilliams, 
recalled the initial meeting 
September, 1890, when the club 
was organized in the home of 
. Mrs. Gertrude Manly Jones. Mrs. 
McWilliams, club historian, has 
been a member 55 years and told 
how the group of 15 girls, gradu- 
ates of the Dalton Female Col- 
lege, desired to continue their 
studies of history, literature and 
fine arts. 


At the invitation of Mrs. Jones, 
these girls assembled to organize 
a study club, They chose the name 
“Lesche,” elected Miss Agnes Mor- 
ris as president,.and 
their study prog Meetings 
were held in the home of mem- 
bers every Monday night, and the 
groups carried oil lanterns to keep 
from stumbling over cows and 
pigs sleeping on the sidewalks. 

An old scrapbook produced by 
Mrs. Grace Gardner McCamy out- 
lines programs during the 90s: 
“Growth of German Literature 
During 18th Century”; “Goethe, 
the Man of Genius”; “Lecture on 
‘Faust’”; “Comparative Merits of 
Goethe and Schiller.” In 1903, 
members studied “The Life of 
Milton” and “Comus.” Later, a 
“Study of ‘Les Miserables’,” with 
paper on the “Homes and Haunts 
ofeVictor Hugo,” and a “Compari- 
son of Hugo and Voltaire.” One 
year’s programs featured “Grecian 
and Italian Classical Literature 
and Art.” 


This was presented without ben- 
efit of the fine public library 
which Lescheans of today consult. 
Musical programs and plays were 
written and produced by mem- 
bers. Lectures were given by 
noted speakers and social gather- 
ings held. Best of all, a strong 
bond of love and loyalty was ce- 
mented for each other and to the 
club. 

The scrapbook gives an account 
of the first annual meeting of the 
Georgia Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, held in Rome in 1897.

A Practical Financing Plan 


Atlanta is finally getting down to 
eases on its postwar civic improvement 
program. 

With many of the proposed improve- 
ments already in the blueprint stage, the 
executive committee of the citizens’ bond 
commission met this week to consider de- 
tails of an equally important aspect of the 
program—the ways and means of fi- 
nancing it. 

The committee, comprised of some of 
Atlanta’#*most successful business execu- 
tives, has decided to recommend that the 
city and county issue bonds totaling $25,- 
000,000. This amount, they point out, will 
be sufficient, when matched with federal 


funds, to construct needed schools and 
public buildings, to enlarge the municipal 
airport, and to undertake the major street 
improvements portion of the Lochner 
traffic plan. 

Currently being drawn up are enabling 
acts for the bond issues. These will be 
presented to the January session of the 
state legislature and submitted to the peo- 
ple for ratification in the early spring. 

Thus is Atlanta a step nearer realiza- 
tion of her expansion plans. The commit- 
tee’s program for financing the improve- 
ments is as sound and practical as are the 
technical experts’ blueprints to provide 
facilities for our future growth. 


Law Enforcement Knows No Vacation 


Solicitor Lindley W. Camp, of the crim- 
inal court of Fulton county, has added 
two permanent investigators to his staff 
for the primary purpose of preventing 
any revival of the now happily suppressed 
“bug racket.” 

There is self-apparent reason behind 
the move. Having won, for the time 
being at least, the fight to eliminate the 
leechlike lottery racket in Atlanta, there 
must be no relaxing of the law’s vigilance 
to keep the fight won. Racketeers know 
that campaigns of the law enforcement 
authorities are too often but sporadic af- 
fairs, winning temporary victories but 


quickly forgotten when the immediate 
emergency conditions are over. They are 
always alert to start their criminal activi- 
ties anew at the first opportunity. 

Elimination of the “bug racket” saves 
gullible Atlantans thousands of dollars 
daily. It would be a good investment 
from the-economic angle alone if the em- 
ployment of three alert investigators, with 
police powers, could keep the racket out of 
this community permanently. From the 
standpoint of the moral stamina of our 
citizens, especially in the susceptible years 
of youth, it would be an even better in- 
vestment. 


New York Solves Its Traffic Problem = 


New York, liké Atlanta, has a traffic 


problem. 

And New York, unlike Atlanta, is do- 
ing something about it. 

New York policemen are conducting an 
all-out campaign against those who con- 
tribute to the city’s traffic problems by 
parking in restricted areas during prohibit- 
ed hours. . 

And New York traffic courts are doing 
their share by adopting a schedule of 
stiffer penalties for traffic violators. The 


new schedule provides: For the first of- 
fense, an increase from $4 to $15; second 
offense, from $8 to- $25; third, from $16 
to $40; fourth, from $32 to $50. The fifth 
offense now calls for a fine of $50, the 
maximum that can be imposed for a 
traffic violation under the law. Under 
the new plan, magistrates will now have 
discretion to impose a jail sentence up to 
30 days for fifth offenders or “in persistent 
and habitual cases.” | 

This is harsh medicine, to be sure. But 
what other kind will do the job? 


The Doctors at Last Are Coming Home 


Dr. Frank Lahey, head of the famed 
Boston clinic which bears his name and 
director of the Army-Navy Medical Pro- 
curement and Assignment Unit, has been 
in Washington recently—and apparently 
with good results. 

Lahey went to the nation’s capital to 
discuss discharge of medical men with 
Army and Navy officials. 

“The time has come,” Dr: Lahey told 
military leaders, “for the Army and Navy 
to make a contribution to civilians. I 
cannot see how the services still need 55,- 
000 doctors and I think it is about time to 
give some help to those who stayed at 
home. It’s about time civilians got a 
break. They didn’t complain when half 
the nation’s doctors went to war—and the 
doctors themselves didn’t complain. Now 
that it’s over, though, there is no reason 
for keeping these men in uniform.” 

Dr. Lahey’s statement, coming on the 
heels of Senator Reed’s indignant revela- 
tion that there were 506 more doctors in 
the Army on September first than on Jan- 
uary first—when both wars were still 
raging—has apparently stung the services 
to action. 


The surgeon general has announced 
that nearly a third of the 43,000 doctors 
still in the Army will be released by 
Christmas and that only 15,000 will remain 
by the middle of next year. 

Meanwhile, the Navy has announced 
that, effective the first of next month? the 
point score for doctors will be reduced 
from 60 to 53 points. This, says the Navy, 
means that approximately 3,300 doctors— 
more than a fourth of those now in the 
Naval Reserve—will be released by the 
first of the year. 

All of which is welcome news to their 
overworked colleagues on the home front. 
Many communities are dangerously short 
of physicians. The nation has been ex- 
tremely fortunate that there have been no 
serious epidemics during the years when 
medical attention has had to be spread 
so thin. 

The return of ten or fifteen thousand 
doctors between now and Christmas will 
be a genuine blessing and we should be 
duly appreciative to Dr. Lahey, Senator 
Reed and whatever other forces played a 
part in prying them loose from the Army 
and Navy.

John L. Lewis 
A Real Salesman 


WASHINGTON—I didn’t quite ask for a 
membership card or take down one of the old 
coal shovels from a unique chandelier in his 


Workers of America building which looks out on the little square 
where stands the equestrian statue of James B. McPherson, killed 
near Atlanta July 22, 1884. 

In listening to .|him I began to feel sorry for the operators who 
have to deal with him once or twice a year. It can’t be fun. He 
employs no oratory. But his words flow smoothly and there is 
some quality to them that comes, perhaps, out of the emotional- 
ism of his Welsh blood. And before you know it you find your- 
self leaning forward and listening. He is a mighty convincing 
man, is John L. Lewis. 

He was, of course, in repose as we talked. He was not excited. 
They tell me that when he is he still is convincing, but that his 
words flow like hot lava. 

His office is interesting. It is on the sixth floor of the Mine- 
workers’ building. It is rather large and very plain. The walls 
are of pine paneling up to a distance of about seven feet. From 
there on up they are a somber beige. His desk sits at the far end 
from the door one enters. It is a plain, mahogany desk on which 
are a few books and an ash tray and a knick-knack or so. His 
chair is a heavy, leather-covered, swivel-type piece of furniture. 

In the center of the room, hanging from the ceiling, is a chan- 
delier made of an old wheel, and four coal shovels of the type 
used in the mines years ago. About its rim are a dozen or more 
of the old-type lamps which miners used to hook in a little metal 
rig on the peak of their caps. They were filled with oil and a 
wick ran down the little spout. 


They were, as we look at them today, primi- 
Those Eyebrows tive in the extreme and very dangerous as 
they meant that a live flame was constantly present where explo- 
sive gases might be encountered. The early history of the coal 
mines is one of the tragic deathrate ones gf all industrial history. 


A few well-used leather chairs about the desk complete the 
office furnishings. It is almost an austere office. 

The cartoonists have not exaggerated the famous eyebrows. 
The scissors of no barber have intruded on them. They are heavy 
and thick. I can think of no other pair like them I have ever 
seen save those of the late Joe Byrnes, the famous speaker of the 
house of congress from Tennessee, who died almost two decades 
ago. They, too, were magnificent in their unclipped glory. 

He wore a plain business suit, black sox and black shoes. His 
tie was modest. His cigars are good. 

His mind is alert and keen as, of course, has been demonstrat- 
ed many, many times. In repose there was no hint of the ruth- 
lessness which brought him to the position of power he holds. 

So great is the man’s reputation for truculence and for brawl- 
ing: so tremendous is the resentment against him on the part of 
conservative people, notably farmers, many of whom think he 
still is president of the CIO, that his genuine conservatism in 
other fields is lowt sight of by the nation. 


: : Yet, as he talked freely and almost 
Communism Irks Him gently, but with powerful and subtle 
persuasiveness, he spoke in a most conservative vein. There was, 
of course, the non-conservatism of his views about labor con- 
tracts. But when it came to attitudes about foreign affairs; about 
private enterprise, about the profit system; when it came to 
the American system of life, John L. Lewis subscribed to it all 
in a positive sort of way. 

“I think,” he said, “that almost every working man in America 
believes in liberty and in the American system.” He believes in 
private enterprise, to use an. overworked and- often distorted 
phrase. 

“There is no irreconcilable difference. The one point of dif- 
ferehce is this, how much of the profit shall be labor’s share? 
As we go along with new machines and technologies, fewer and 
fewer pairs of hands can produce more and more goods. Labor’s 
point is those pairs of hands should share in the increased profit 
of the machine and technologies. 

“This country’s insurance policy is,” he said, “the man who 
makes enough to own his home, to send his children to school, 
to eat and to have clothes to wear and not be afraid of the years 
when he will be old and unable to work. 

“Now, what kind of house, what measure of schooling, what 
quality of clothes and what benefit for old age are points of de- 
bate, but they ought not to be withheld and should be, in some 
measure, adequate to the needs. A man who has all those will 
fight for and uphold the form of government that gives them 
to him. ‘ 

“There are a few men in high places, in public life, in gov- 
ernment, in labor circles, who are Communists at heart. They 
work negatively, by denying everything that conflicts with the 
Communist view, not by affirming it.” 

And so we talked; his cigar burned up and he lit another. 
He was courteous and generous with his time, even though he 
had no real cause to be, beyond the cause of common courtesy, 
I have, on occasion, written critically of him. 

I may some day do so again. But, having seen him and talkef 
with him, I believe him sincere and I understand better now why 
the ranks of the UMWA are the most solid in all the array of 
labor, and why they have never been broken since he came into

Science Qutstrips 
The Social Order 


Norman Cousins, editor of The Saturday Re- 

view of Literature, has published there an edi- 

| | torial, titled “Modern Man is Obsolete,” which 
looms as one of the most signi‘icant pieces of writing of the year. 


Already Viking Press has announced forthcoming publication 
of an amplified version of this editorial in book form. Already 
a condensed form of the editorial has appeared in Magazine Digest, 
issue of November. 

Basic thesis of Mr. Cousins’ editorial is that August 6, 1945, the 
date when the first atomic bomb was dropped on Japan, marked 
the end of an age already passe, and the start of a new world 
era, the atomic age. 

During the five years in which scientists harnessed the power 
of the atom as a weapon of war, man’s scientific progress jumped 
forward 500 years, writes Mr. Cousins. The tragic situation now 
faced by mankind results from the fact that man’s social organiza- 
tion, his governmental system, has not jumped that 500 years for- 
ward parallel with science. Unless man by will can bridge the gap, 
he is doomed to destruction. 


The coming of the atomic age has: brought to all mankind a 
constant fear, says Mr. Cousins, and he sees the brightest hope 
for the human race in the possibility that fear will drive man to 
change his way of thinking, reform his habits and compel him to 
meet the danger in the only two ways logically possible. 

~ Mr. Cousins points out that with the coming 
The First Way of the atomic age, nationalism is as outmoded 
as the ancient tribal way of life. Nations must go, as separate, 
independent entities and must be replaced by a world government 
that is a real government, rather than a loose association of 
nations or a nominal authority dependent upon national agree- 
ments for its existence. 


The atomic bomb, it is pointed out, will not end war by the 
sheer horror of its destructive power. Rather, says the editorial, 
it will induce war. For each nation possessing such a weapon 
will nervously fear, at every dispute, major or minor, that the other 
nation will strike first. And the one which does strike first will 
destroy the other overnight. Hence it will reduce patience for 
arbitration and, because of mutual mistrust, create a race to see 
which can deliver the first—and inevitably decisive—blow. 

Logic supports the only intelligent answer—which is the world 


government Mr. Cousins envisages. 


We have, all of us, while clinging to each 
Long a Dream national sovereignty, dreamed of a time, in 
the far distant future, when national barriers shall collapse and 
the world of man will, truly, become one, united government. 

That has, always, seemed an achievement for the very dim, 
idealistic future. 

The stark truth is, as this editorial cogently explains, we must 
erase the centuries of waiting and quickly achieve that single world 
government if science, in the form of the suicidal destructiveness 
of the atomic bomb, is not to use national jealousies as the cause 


of human, worldwide, self-destruction.

One Other Way one other means by which man can save 
his life, despite the frightful peril that now looms. 

That is by wiping out every trace of civilization. 
all scientists, thinkers. teachers, leaders—by making 
capital offense. By reverting to primitive savagery and 
social organization of the tribe. 

In other words, to survive, man must either leap ahead, socially 
and morally, many centuries, to keep pace with his own science, 
or must abandon all he has achieved and learned and go back to 
the era of the fur-clad cave dweller or nomad in tents of skin.

The warning which Gen. Mar- 
shall gives in his report to the War 
Department against our country 
ever being again caught unpre- 
pared for war, is overwhelmingly 
convincing. This picture which 
he gives of the possibility of un- 


declared war with weapons from | 
limitless distances, of atomic pow- 


er, is indeed sobering to even the 


most thoughtless citizen. But when | 
he outlines his plan of preparation | 


for such a terrible war it seems 
utterly inadequate, and unfitted 
for the type of war against which 
he warns us. 

His plan calls for the universal 
conscription of youth for a year’s 
military training, so that we may 
have an army of four million men 
ready to be called in an emergency. 
What earthly use would be an 
army of 4,000,000 youths, no mat- 
ter how well they might be trained 
and armed, against self-propelled 
bombs of atomic destructiveness, 
launched against us from across 
the ocean? The very best advice 
we have from the great scientists 
who discovered this terrifying 
power is, that there is no possible 
defense against the atomic bomb. 
Certainly a conscripted army of 
our youths, would seem to be only 
a mobilizing of them for their 
slaughter. 

There are those who now argue 
that since we, together with our 
close ally, Great Britain, already 
have the atomic bomb, while all 
other possible enemies have not, 
no nation will dare attack us. If 
that is a valid argument, then we 
have no need for any army at all, 
but can sit safely and serenely be- 
hind this modern Maginot fortress 
of defense. But these same scien- 
tists warn us—and their warning is 
most plausible—that in only a few 
years our secret weapon will no 
longer be secret. If that be true, 
victory in the next war depends 
upon which nation strikes first. 
When we remember that the 
United States can never make war 
without an act of congress, even 
if the people of this country were 
willing to do such a thing, such 
a secret act of aggression on our 
part, is out of the question. 

When we remember that we led 
the peace-loving nations in form- 
ing the United Nations to make 
a successful war against aggres- 
sors, and then in the convocation 
of the San Francisco’ conference 
for a united front for keeping the 
peace of the world, it would seem 
nothing less than a crime for us 
to destroy this international con- 
fidence in each other, by refusing 
to share our secret knowledge of 
the manufacture of the atomic 
bomb. Indeed here is our only 
possible defense against the hor- 
rors of another war, which may 
mean our own destruction, with 
that of the other nations. 

We must trust each other, or 
perish. Such a sharing of this ter- 
rible knowledge, must, of course, 
be worked out by the wisest coun- 
cil, providing for security by con- 
trol. President Truman’s almost 
casual decision to “‘keep the secret” 
is most disturbing. My own prayer 
and hope is, that there may be 
aroused in this country an over- 
powering public sentiment for the 
reversal of that decision, before it 
is too late.

Anarchy, Too, Is Atomic Bomb | 


There is a somewhat ridiculous hysteria going on, obscurin 
quiet intelligence, It arises from a combination of pessimism an 
utopianism. We are told, in short, that either we shall have a 
world super-state or World War III, Obviously, World War III is 
to be between the Anglo-American world and the Soviet Union. 
Mrs. Roosevelt said the other day, that, if we didn’t get on with 
other nations, the first atomic bomb in the next war would fall 
on the United States. Why, necessarily? 


Everybody can, or will, have the great secret. But why must 
we assume that it will be used to start another war? 

The truth is, I think, that no government in the world will 
dare, in any near future to start a war, because of a factor not 
counted by the scientists or politicians: the people. 


Even with atomic bombs you cannot win a war without disci- 
plined, enthusiastic armies. Armies are composed of men. And 
men, nowhere in the world, are willing to fight another war in 
this generation. 


* ; At present the victorious nations are over- 
Over Reaching reaching themselves and are thereby bring- 
ing about a condition of appalling chaos in the countries which 
they occupy. This chads inevitably ricochets upon themselves. 


The Russian situation is neither enviable nor strong. It deterior- 
ates daily, as even meager reports show. The Russian armies, 
after three and a half years of most brutal and cruel warfare, are 
out of hand in the territories they occupy, and such Russian officers 
as are not also out of hand are in despair. 


To compensate for their sufferings Russian soldiers have been 
encouraged to loot as a policy. They rape without a policy. All 
armies loot and rape; but a strong discipline keeps this horrid 
accompaniment and aftermath of war within some bounds. When 
discipline breaks down, armies cease to be armies and become 
— But bands are most unreliable as instruments of a state 

war. : 

A policy of unrestricted revenge breaks down the morale of 
the victors. It is a disintegrating factor. If you sow to the wind 
you reap the whirlwind—in the 20th century as in Biblical times. 


This is obvious in eastern Europe, and its limits are not yet set. 


The Russian-sponsored government of Poland, Yugoslavia, and 
Hungary, have no real popular support, and therefore have no 
authority. Where there is no authority there is chaos. 


The Polish government has nothing to offer the people, except 
loot. It has no disciplined patriotic forces on which to rely. 


Reports from eastern Germany reveal that Russian officers are 
trying to protect the German population, simply for purposes of 
discipline, for the example of the Poles has a disintegrating effect 
upon Russian Army morale. 


. Meanwhile, in Berlin, Gen. Eisen- 
Eisenhower Desperate hower is obviously desperate. “Ger- 
many,” he says, “is on the verge of economic disaster because of 
an ‘explosive’ inflationary condition; the German government is 
dominated by the native Communists who have no popular sup- 
port. Desperate conditions below subsistence level are indicated.” 
What threatens, it is clear, is not “revolution,” but anarchy, the 
offspring of starvation without hope. 

But anarchy on the Russian frontiers, with the participation of 
Russian troops, bodes ill for so highly disciplined a regime as the 
Soviet. Generalissimo Stalin must have severe headaches, 

It bodes ill, also, for the morale of the other Allied armies. 
The Potsdam measure, will, of course, increase it. If de-indus- 
trialization is ruthlessly carried out in the west as well] as in the 
east, homeless, foodless, workless hordes—without even the dis- 
cipline of daily work—will surround the American, British and 
French occupatiom forces. These fdrces are composed of human 
beings—a fact consistently overlooked—and the result will not be 
favorable to orderly occupation or military morale. 

What we have to fear, therefore, is not war, but the collapse of 
large parts of the world into total anarchy, with all its concomitants 
of lawlessness, Danditry and crime. | 

Needed is a thorough revision of occupation and political policy— 
It is no less in the Russian interest to revise it than in our own, 
We cannot get world organization out of anarchy. We must take 
thought now of the immediate necessities of policy, rather than of 
the ultimate use of the atomic bomb. For there is more than one 
way in which the world can blow up.

BOSTON.—A ferment is going on in New 
England that is quickly detected by an outsider

Apparently those 


problems have prodded New England to take a closer look at itself, 
to take stock, to see where it stands and where it is going. 


There is a questioning of its 
business and industrial approach, 
with the implication that New 
England is still rigid and old-fash- 
ioned in some respects, often ad- 
verse to new methods, still partly 
in the grip of old families, some 
of these with a lack of public 
and community — responsibility 
which was such a matter. of pride 
and tradition with the original 
member. 

There is no revolution yet in 
New England, nothing so radical 
as that. Her solid folks still re- 
sent the trends of the New Deal 
and resist federal encroachments. 

The strongly defensive attitude 
appears to be a measure of pres- 
sure from underneath in New Eng- 
land, among her ordinary people, 
to move into the stream of broad- 
scale development of natural re- 
sources, and join the trend of the 
times. A growing and alert labor 
movement is demanding more 
along the lines of New Deal change 
in all directions. 


THE SELF-QUESTIONING that 


hold what she has and must fi- 
nance her own enterprises. It 
wants a solid development of the 
smaller, diversified industry which 
is the backbone of the region. 
With that premise it makes a 
number of recommendations, 

Among them it advocates a 
more liberal policy of financing 
New England enterprise by local 
institutions, banks and insurance 
companies with changes in bank 
regulations if necessary. It wants 
wider distribution of stock among 
responsible holders to produce a 
larger community interest in New 
England business. 


THE COMMITTEE further ob- 
serves: 

“In any enterprise performing 
an essential work or service, when 
willing owners are hard to find, 
public ownership will occupy the 
field which private ownership has 
abandoned.

Bennett Cerf, author, editor and 
president of Random House and 
the Modern Library Series, who 
is chairman of the current Books 
for Russia drive, reminds us that 
“the Nazi party started with book 
burnings, and it seems singularly 
appropriate that we celebrate the 
end of Nazism by sharing our 
books with the people who suffer- 
ed most and sacrificed most to de- 
stroy Hitlerism.” 


Russia, like all great nations, 
must rebuild more than her cities 
and factories and railway systems, 
if she is to maintain her place in 
the sun. She must also carefully 
rebuild her school systems and re- 
establish her libraries throughout 
the length and breadth of her vast 
domain, This will be no easy job, 
but this country, indeed we, our- 
selves, in Atlanta, can give her 
~—y assistance toward this noble 
end. 

Each Atlanta home must surely 
possess one, two, three, or half a 
dozen volumes which could easily 
be spared in this current drive to 
rehabilitate Russian libraries. If 
we do not possess any particular 
volumes on our shelves which we 
care to part with, the least we 
can do is go to a nearby book- 
store and purchase several vol- 
umes as our personal contribution 
to this urgent cause. 

In one Russian city alone— 
Kharkov, which was the object 
of long and merciless destruction, 
in face of heroic defense—there 
were, before the war, more than 
40,000 volumes, 15,000 of them in 
the English language. In another 
city, Rostov, there were as many 
as 17,000 English volumes in the 
public library. Now all are gone. 
The librarian, Miss Rudomino, de- 
scribes the Nazi library looting as 
“systematic and ruthless.” The 
Nazi hordes disposed of most of 
the volumes which could be sold 
or bartered away, and what little 
was left behind “went up. in 
flames during battle or when they 
torched cities upon the approach 
of the Red. armies.” 

This is not just a drive for old 
and discarded books.

It was rumored that since the 
institution of civil service in the 
county favored employes could 
not obtain increases without hik- 
ing the pay of all others in the 
same classification, but that this 
has been circumvented in many 
instances by adding an expense ac- 
count for operation of an automo- 
bile in county service, when in 
fact some of those to whom such 
grants were made do not own a 
car in their own names. 

A further report was that in 
some instances, where no car was 
operated on county business, the 
employes drawing such allowance 
said it was used to pay streetcar 
and other public transportation 
costs.

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“I PRAYED AT SEA”

Peace has come, but he'll 
always remember that sunny 
day on a quarter deck.... 


HADN’T been to church for two years. 

Now I was attending divine services 
with the heat of a tropical sun beating on 
me and the shimmering blue of the Pacific 
a backdrop to the altar. Beside me was the 
crew of a Coast Guard troop transport, 
some in undress.blues or whites, most in 
work-stained fatigues. 

Services were being held on the quarter 
deck. Part of the congregation sat on the 
canvas-covered Number Seven hold and 
the rest on improvised pews of lumber. 

Some had shaved, others wore the rough 
stubble of men just finished with their 
watches. The momentary silence was 
broken as the public address system an- 
nounced all hands not on watch were cor- 
dially invited to attend; also, that the 
smoking lamp would be out throughout 
the ship during services. 

I glanced up at the ship’s Chaplain, 
indistinguishable in his gray service uni- 
form of a Navy lieutenant from his fellow 
officers. Perhaps in his middle thirties, he 
had the freshness of a conditioned athlete. 
There was simplicity in his face, in his alert 
eyes that scanned the ship’s crew, in his 
way of intoning the call to worship, of 
leading the singing of the first hymn. 


I ListeNen as he talked to the men, as he 
read from the Scripture in the homely 
speech of the Southeast United States. 
The last time I had attended church serv- 
ices, I reflected, I was in New York, sit- 
ting with a fashidnable congregation which 
shifted about, coughed and murmured 
restlessly. My mind had wandered that 
Sunday morning to an unsolved business 
problem, then to idle speculation of my 
probable golf score that afternoon. 
Today each man sat in the stillness of 
prayer. Musician Third Class Covington 


sang “Joy to the World” into the loud- 
speaker and all of the after deck was flood- 
ed by his strong, untrained voice. 

I had come to this service because as a 
Coast’ Guard correspondent, going to 
church aboard the USS Admiral Mayo 
was one of my reporting jobs. Now I sat 
in the hushed quiet and experienced an 
unaccountable sensation of happiness. 

Perhaps it was merely the incredible 
ocean scene: the blue intensity of the 
water, the emerald of the foaming wake, 
the schools of flying fish skimming across 
the waves. What the Chaplain was saying 
in his sermon did not in itself seem greatly 
inspiring. It was a simple sermon, with 
simple analogies for a crew that was will- 
ing to listen only in its own terms. He was 
saying that a man going into the mortal 
danger of combat needed more to sustain 
him than just concern with his own safety. 


HE spoke of selflessness and generosily — 
so great that a man gives his life to save a 
buddy. He said such qualities as these 
would be needed. Needed when the time 
came to land, deep in the Pacific. 

The sun feels good, I was thinking. 
Then suddenly the full meaning of what 
the Chaplain was saying hit me. He was 
talking about the Golden Rule, “‘There- 
fore all things whatsoever ye would that 
men should do to you, do ye even so to 
them.” ) 

But does the Golden Rule belong only 
on the battlefield? Must a generous life 
be led only for those few bloody moments 
of battle? Isn't it possible for men living 
together in peace to offer each other the 
same selflessness? How else is the world to 
find a way of survival? How else can we 
avoid taking up arms all over again? 

Then we were standing on the hot steel 
of the deck, singing “‘Faith of Our Fathers,” 
a mimeographed program prompting those 
of us whose memory of the hymn faltered. 

Ever since peace came, I have been 
thinking about that day — in the sun — 
on the quarter deck. 
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Names and descriptions of all characters in fiction stories 
and semi-fiction articles in this magazine are wholly 
imaginary. Any name which ha s to be the same as 
that of any person, living or dead, is entirely coincidental.

RED AVERY is the classic example of a man 
who took a hobby and ran it into a dream 
job. 

As caretaker of the U. S. Naval Academy’s 
model fleet at Apnapolis, Md., Avery prob- 
ably is the most envied model ship builder 
among the more than 1,000,000 such enthu- 
siasts in America. 

Tucked back in the cool basement of the 
Academy Museum is the workshop model 
builders yearn for. Here, surrounded by spe- 
cial machinery, tools and doodads, Avery 
inspects, repairs and reconditions a fleet 
worth a fortune, conservatively estimated at 
$500,000. Just to work on one unit alone 
would be a thrill for the average model build- 
er; Avery nurses more than 100. 

Here are frigates, barkentines, sloops, old 
ships of the line, modern battleships and car- 
riers. And for contrast, Chinese junks, Eskimo 
kayaks, South Sea outriggers, and craft that 
would completely mystify many a seafarer as 
well as landlubber. 


Makes Weekly Inspection 


E/acu of the exquisite and costly ships in the 
collection must be inspected weekly. Change 
of climate, meteorological conditions and dust 
are Avery’s worst enemies. 

During the winter he must keep jars of 
water in show cases of models built in Eng- 
land because of the difference between British 
and American climates. In the United States, 
wood dries out much quicker. Dust can so 
deteriorate shrouds, riggings and sails that 
they will disintegrate if you just blow at them. 

Wood worms also can ruin a model. 
Avery often builds one of wood from an 
old ship, says that many of the worms he 
seeks out and destroys are descendants 
of the first worms that entered any par- 
ticular ship 150 years ago. 

The intricate detail of Avery’s repair work 
would be maddening to anyone but a model 
ship builder. A cannon on an old man o’ war 
will take half a day to carve, and some ships 
need 100 of them. Oars are an inch long, deck 
planking one-sixteenth of an inch wide. 

Avery’s skill with miniature ships goes back 
more than 50 years, when, as a schoolboy in 
the coastal town of Sunderland, England, he 
surreptitiously carved wooden models under 
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his desk. His father, a stone mason, tried to 
discourage his son’s hobby, urged him to learn 
stone masonry. The boy ignored his pleas. 

Forced to leave school to help support the 
family, Avery painted merry-go-round horses 
for carnivals. One day a showman got ecstatic 
over one of his ship models, exhibited it around 
the country for fees. - 

When the model eventually became the 
nucleus for one of England’s greatest collec- 
tions, the significance of ““The Idea’’ burst 
upon young Fred Avery. He finally realized 
that was the life for him; finally, after a 
dollar-a-week, five-year apprenticeship at the 
Sunderland Model Making Co., he shoved 
off for America. 

Here he worked for several companies who 
made plating models for commercial vessels. 
Subsequently he built models for million- 
dollar racing yachts, including a Vanderbilt 
America Cup entry. 

Goes With the Collection 


Worn of his talent spread so swiftly he was 
hired in 1910 by the late Col. H. H. Rogers, 
the oil magnate, to look after his $500,000 
collection at Southampton, N. Y. When 
Rogers died 10 years ago he left his col- 
lection to the Naval Academy at Annapolis. 

Avery went with the fleet, was hired by the 
Navy Department. To the 100 ships in the 
Rogers collection dozens more have been 
added by the Navy. Some of the more famous 
models in Avery’s care are the Bonhomme 
Richard, Constitulion, Monitor, Merrimac, the 
battleship Maine and 
the carrier Yorkiown. 

A stickler for accu-

train American sea- 
men in recognizing 
enemy types. 

When the model of 
the USS Maine was 
brought in to Avery 
for repair and mainte- 
nance, he knew imme- 
diately that something 
was wrong with its 
looks. It was the model 
built in the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard before the Maine itself was built, 
and showed funnels and masts raking aft. 
Color and rigging details also differed from 
the ship which was sunk in Havana harbor. 
Avery insisted on straightening the masts and 
funnels and making all changes before put- 
ting the ship on display. 

His favorite model, incidentally, is the 
Chesapeake, a full-rigged, three-master which 
was one of the Naval Academy’s earliest train- 
ing ships. 

As immensely busy as he is with a task that 
seemingly never ends, Avery still finds time 
to answer hundreds of letters yearly from 
model boat builders all over the country — 
letters requesting plans, specifications, photos 
and just plain advice. 

The letters Fred Avery gets point up a 
definite trend. Millions of Americans went

into factories during the war, learned to 
use their hands. 

To many it was a newly-discovered thril) 
to find they had manual and creative dex- 
terity. Now they don’t want to give it up 
or let it get rusty. So they are turning to 
hobbies. They’ve got the time and they want 
to relax. 

Workshops which are expected to 
spring up in thousands of basements 
will supply the answer. Model ship build- 
ing, which is the oldest hobby in the world 
(the Phoenicians were avid model builders 
2,000 years before Christ), will get more than 
its share of these enthusiasts. 

You have the word of Andrew B. Davies, 
head of the model ship department at Polk’s 
Model Craft Hobbies in New York, largest 
store of its kind in the U. S. Davies, who has 
watched the hobby become a mushrooming 
commercial business, expects it to become 
bigger than ever. 

Thousands of servicemen turned to it in 
their spare time. Some — in hospitals and rest 
areas — were spurred on by Red Cross kits of 
models in parts. The men got a kick out of 
assembling them. Many, bitten by the bug, 
will never recover, always will be model 
fans. 
Miniature ship builders, says Davies, can 
ride their hobby cheaply. The deep-dyed fol- 
lowers usually start from scratch, build their 
boats from keel up. 

Others can buy disassembled kits of any 
type ship they like from as little as 35 cents to 

as much as $90. Time 
spent in assemblage 
can vary anywhere 
from a couple of hours 
to 50, depending, of 
course, on the size and 
detail of the craft.

An automatic pin-setter has been devised 
to set ’em up as fast as you knock ‘em down. 
There'll be an automatic range-findeér to spot 
standing tenpins. Electric eyes are being in- 
stalled at the business end of the alleys to spot 
fouls. The boards themselves are being made 
tougher and faster with a coating first used on 
Britain’s Mosquito bombers during the war. 

Bowlers will even get some sunshine with 
their strikes and spares. A number of opera- 
tors are planning new buildings with “zipper 
ceilings’’ — roofs that can be rolled back dur- 
ing the summer months. 

Baseball and football, on the other hand, 
are heading indoors. Ball parks and stadi- 


ums measured for roofs of glass, plastic or 
aluminum, as insurance against bad weather. 
In these pavilions, the rain-check will be as 
obsolete as yesterday. 

Baseball is also becoming mechanized. 
Jeeps are going to be used ‘in spring training 
camps to haul equipment from the field houses 


out to the diamonds, and 11 of the 16 major 
league teams will be traveling the circuit next 
season by air. 

Few changes are likely to be made in base- 
ball equipment, however. Bats, for instance 
must be made of natural wood. Ash is the 
wood most frequently used. 


New Bats Have Zing 


Burt those players who have rattled practice 
hits off the fences with the new laminated 
wood and aluminum bats like them and they 
hope that the leagues will eventually approve 
them. The new bats don’t split and seem to 
have just as many hits in them as the old-

Football teams will probably take full ad- 
vantage of the new lightweight materials 
available for uniforms. Instead of constrict- 
ing themselves in stiff leather shoulder pads, 
bulky helmets and heavy fabric pants, to- 
morrow’s players will have plastic helmets, 
padding of foam rubber and nylon pants. 
Even the footballs may be made of synthetic 
leather and rubber. 

Track meets will be spruced up, too. The 
shot, the discus, and the javelin are un- 
changed, but that old nuisance, the “‘false 
start,” has been cured. 

No longer will it be necessary to disqualify 


a runner for jumping the gun. An invention 
from Denmark makes gun-jumping impossible. 

This device is a set of metal discs which 
is installed along the starting line. Runners, 
crouching for the start, will place their hands 
on the discs. Anyone who lifts his hands 
prematurely will break an electric con- 
tact with the starting gun, and it won’t 
go off. 

_ The confusion that formerly resulted from 
running off several track events at one time 
can also be eliminated. By the use of two-way 
walkie-talkie radio contact it will be possible 


for announcers and officials to keep tab on 
events in any part of the field. 

Boxing, of course, has always frowned 
severely on any gadgets inside the ring, so 
that the fighters will have to struggle along 
as before. But television is expected to bring 
more bouts to more fight fans, and vice versa. 

Promoter Mike Jacobs has already been 
broadcasting fights by television from New 
York’s St. Nicholas arena to near-by vet- 
erans’ hospitals for more than a year. And 
his prediction of a record $2,500,000 gate for 
a Joe Louis-Billy Conn fight for the heavy- 
weight championship, if a match is made, 
includes a sizable sum for television rights.

Who'll Live Longest? 


BY HELEN C. BENNETT 


Doctor, lawyer, merchant, thief? Listen 
to what the experts say about it... 


ET’S say you’re a young man looking for a vocation 
that will last a lifetime and a lifetime that will 
last. As a discharged veteran, you’ve had all the 
adventure and faced all the danger you care to. You’re 
figuring on getting the kind of job where you'll live 
a long, long time. Who'd be your best adviser? 

The life-insurance actuary — for it’s his business 
to calculate the mathematical chances of survival 
according to occupation, age, ancestry, blood pres- 
sure and behavior. 

The actuary has reduced most of these factors to 
easy decimals; but he’s a little cagey when he talks 
about jobs. All he will say is that a number of ex- 
tensive surveys indicate that you're safer in some jobs 
than in others, and that his statistical studies will 
give you a good idea of which vocation to choose as 
the less risky. 

A cautious fellow, the actuary. But even though he 
won’t commit himself absolutely on this job-safety 
matter, he is the absolutist authority there is on the 
subject. And you can bet your life on his advice, 
which is, generally, as follows: 

Surveys and insurance experience show you’re 
more secure in a profession than in a trade. The 
desk is safer than the workbench. 

. And the pulpit is safer than the desk. 

The actuaries say that ministers are about tops 
in longevity. However, there is something to the say- 
ing that the good die young in the peculiar phenome- 
non that, between 25 and 35, ministerial mortality 
seems to be higher than that of laymen. But if a par- 
son gets over that hurdle, his expectancy thereafter 
is above average. 


Astronomers Do Okay 


Nexr to being a sky pilot, the profession of sky sur- 
veyor is recommended by actuaries for longevity. 
Mortality among astronomers is 20 per cent under 
that of the general public and only five per cent above 
that of ministers. 

The odds are also in your favor if you go into law. 
Lawyers don’t appear at the final bar of judgment 
until much later than their clients. However, if the 
law should lead you into politics, head for the Cabi- 
net or the Supreme Court, but don’t run for President 
— or even for Vice-President. 

Figures show that Cabinet members for the past 
80 years have lived longer than the average for men 


their age, and Supreme Court justices do still bet— 
ter. But Presidents go down twice as fast as men their 
own age, and Vice-Presidents are almost as bad off. 
Even defeated presidential candidates show a high 
mortality. 

A job as a teacher is a comfortable risk, with a 
death rate well under the average, while the work of a 
writer, an architect, a civil engineer Or a life- 
insurance actuary is also much less lethal than that of 
the average factory worker or wage earner in general. 

If your object in life is to outlive other people, 
don’t be a doctor. Their expectancy is less than that 
of almost any other profession. It’s a grim fact that 
physicians, who have done most to extend the lease 
on life for humanity in general, have been among 
those least benefited by the extension. 


You’re Safer Indoors 


Ir you select a trade instead of a profession, seek 
your safety indoors rather than out. Anyhow, that’s 
the deduction to be drawn from the two most com- 
prehensive surveys made in 1928 and 1937. 

A job as fur dresser rates as one of the safest of 
trades, though a cigar-maker also has a healthful 
situation with a low mortality factor. A barber is un- 
likely to be sheared off early, and a bellhop’s job 
also ranks among the safest, or did in 1937. (That, 
however, was before the average age of bellboys went 
up to 88. A survey made today would be different.) 

If you prefer working under the sky mstead of 
under a roof, your best bet is being a rancher, who,

Peacetime Terror

Fire ruined the Axis. 
' Now it threatens you! 


URING the year preceding V-J 


Day, the United States lost. 


moré in property damage from fire 
than. England lost during the first 
two years of the German blitz. 

This is a dramatic variation of the 
idea Percy Bugbee, a balding, diffi- 
dent New. Englander, has been 
pounding at for the last quarter 
century. Bugbee, general mana- 
ger of the National Fire Protec- 
tion Association, says the U.S. 
is the world’s No. | fire trap. 

Our criminal carelessness with 
fire results in 10,000 deaths and 
17,000 serious injuries annually. 
Ninety per cent of all fires can be 
prevented by observing ordinary, 
common-sense precautions. Yet 
$450,000,000 worth of property and 
commodities go up in smoke every 
year and we spend an equal amount 
for the maintenance of municipal fire 
departments. 

Bugbee quotes such statistics 
with the quiet desperation of a par- 
_ent trying to convince a difficult 
child that medicine is good for him. 
People have been bombarded with 
these big, alarming numbers for 
years and they still play idiotically 
with fire. 

“I don’t know what you have to 
do to make people realize fire is one 
of the most dangerous forces known 


to us,”” he says morosely. “Fire was 
used in the war as the principal 
weapon in destroying the enemy’s 
capacity to fight. Most of the devas- 
tation in Europe and Asia was the 
result of fires, not demolition — as so 
many people think.”’ 

It is a wry fact that fire, Amer- 
ica’s greatest menace in peace, was 
a great weapon in war. In perfecting 
the tricky technique of fire-bomb- 
ing, Allied air strategists drew upon 
information which- had been accu- 
mulating in Boston since 1896 in the 
archives of the NFPA. Bugbee 
helped call the Allies’ shots from the 
air. He analyzed the reports sub- 
mitted regularly before the war by 
members in 30 countries, including 
Germany and Japan. 


Combustible Calling Cards 


He puttep out of his hat a city in 
the United States which has wind 
and weather conditions identical to 
those that prevail over Tokyo the 
year round. When forecasts for this 
American city — which always will 
remain a hush-hush secret — indi- 
cated conditions favorable for a 
spreading fire, B-29’s took off from 
the Marianas with combustible call- 
ing cards for the Japs. 

Did the Air Forces chaps propose 
to destroy a ball-bearing plant at 
Schweinfurt or steel mills at Osaka? 
Bugbee dug into his files, discovered 
how, and where, damaging 
Originated in similar American in- 


stallations. His reports on the rela- 
tionship between fires and atmos- 
pheric conditions in foreign countries 
gave staff officers bright and invalu- 
able ideas. 

The end of the war has returned 
Bugbee to his crusade against care- 
lessly discarded cigarettes and 
matches, defective chimneys and 
heating plants, flammable roofs. 
These are the three major causes of 
fires in the United States. Roofs 
have been driving Bugbee wild for 
years — they are the chief con- 
tributory cause in spreading fires 
which otherwise could be confined to 
small areas. 


Our Big Chance 


Bucsee contends our annual fire 
loss easily could be reduced from 
the present $450,000,000 to $100,- 
000,000 with a material saving in 
insurance premiums which amount 
to approximately $730,000,000. 

Bugbee sees the anticipated 
building boom as a big chance 
for America to perform a major 
operation on fire losses. That is, if 
people will accept enforcement of 
new building-code measures and give 
some thought to fire prevention in 
designing new homes. The NFPA 
makes five recommendations to home 
builders: 

1. Fireproof your roof. 

2. Construct the chimneys solid 
from the ground up, with no wooden 
joints connecting the chimney to 
the structure. 

3. Build fire stops into the walls. 
They're inexpensive. 

4. Make sure adequate electrical 
wiring, sufficient to carry the load 
you require, is installed. 

s. The dwelling should occupy 
no more than 10 per cent of the 
ground space. 

That last one is the only sugges- 
tion that will run into money. Only 
plutocrats can afford to surround 
their homes with enough real estate 
to serve as a firebreak in the event 
of trouble on neighboring property. 
But Bugbee concedes there will be 
a satisfactory margin of safety if the 
other four points are observed, 
These four measures would cost no 
more than five per cent of the total 
price of the house. Much of this, of 
course, would be saved in reduced 
fire-insurance premiums. 

“‘Maybe the war hammered home 
the message we've been trying to 
put across all these years,”’ he says 
hopefully. ‘“The terrible destructive 
force of fire was on the front page 
of every American newspaper almost 
every day for four years. If that 
didn’t teach us a lesson, I guess 
there’s nothing for me to do but get 
measured for an asbestos suit.”

though not as safe as a fur dresser, has a 15 per cent 
edge on the average. Go west, young man. Or stay 
east and raise flowers or trees, both of which are low- 
mortality crafts. Or run an amusement park — 
that’s healthy too. 

In your search for safety, the job to flee from — 
though not in a car —is that of motor cop. The 
patroller of highways and giver-out of summonses, 
is 317 per cent more likely to get his own final sum- 
mons than the average motorist. This is due almost 
entirely to the chance of accident when pursuing 
speed maniacs, and a high percentage of danger from 
homicide by highjackers and other types of modern 
highwaymen. 


Miners Double the Odds 


Miners and stokers have slightly less perilous jobs, 
but even these occupations more than double the 
odds against you. ) 

There are some Oddities indicated by these two 
surveys. For example, mixing drinks as a bartender 
is seemingly riskier than mixing explosives, and pre- 
paring food as a cook is safer than serving it as a 
waiter. While tree-raising is one of the least lethal 
of outdoor occupations, tree-felling is one of the 
chanciest. Run a stationary engine in a power plant . 
and you have one of the safest of jobs, but be a line- 
man for the same system and you face a mortality 
rate two-and-a-third times the average. Weave wool 
and you’re safer than most people, weave cotton and 
you're 33 per cent less safe than the average. And the 
guy who's there at the payoff — the undertaker — 
isn’t very safe, either.

out tickets for any position — straight, place or 


‘show. 


An even fancier one, now installed by Bay 
Meadows in California, is geared to sell tickets in 
any amount from $2 up. Other tracks are planning 
to follow suit a8 soon as more machines are avail; 
able. 


You still have to pick your own winners, how- | 


ever. 

New racing blood will probably be seen on many 
American tracks with the development of cargo 
airplanes. Several aircraft companies are de- 


signing planes which can haul race horses 


comfortably to any track in the world. 

“I’ve designed a plane which will have speed,” 
one designer said recently, “but it will also be 
able to transport horses comfortably.” This should 
make it possible sometime in the near future to 
match the winner of England’s Derby at Epsom 
Downs with our own Kentucky Derby favorite. 

Of all sports, the experts say, auto racing will 
be most drastically altered by the new mechanical 
discoveries. It’s not impossible that streamlined, 
jet-propelled racers that can contact their gas and 
oil pits by short-wave telephone will be slam- 
ming around the Indianapolis track next Memorial 
Day. 


Jets Do 600 Miles an Hour 


“SEVERAL jet cars of tear-drop design are being 
prepared right now,”’ says Capt. Eddie Ricken- 
backer, president of the Indianapolis Speedway. 
“And within five years, I believe, all entries will 
be either jet or gas turbine models. On the right 
track, and with the right tires, jet cars might hit 
between 500 and 600 miles an hour.”’ 

Furthermore, the end is not in sight. ““Revolu- 
tionary?” Rickenbacker says of jet cars. ““That’s 
nothing. We may even be driving atomic-energy 
racers. When that time comes, all racing records 
are doomed.”’ 

These developments are encouraging large 
ideas in the sports world already. Promoters 
are talking of a third major baseball league 
and two more professional football leagues. 

With plastics alone promising great changes in 
fishing flies, golf and billiard balls, tennis rackets 
and equipment, sportsmen are anticipating new 
devotees in these fields. Not impossible goals are to 
have 10,000,000 golfers, 18,000,000 billiards play- 
ers and 20,000,000 hunters and fishermen. 

So grab your plastic ball and synthetic clubs and 
get into the new era of American sports. But, re- 
member, a smooth backswing and a stiff left arm 
are still the best cures for that slice.

They came to help us win the 
war. Now they’re going home 


as good-will ambassadors... 


EY are back in Mexico now, teaching 
their prized English words to their little 
Josés and Josefinas, and telling them’about 
the boys and girls they got to know in the 
land of the Norteamericanos. They are the 
300,000 Mexican workers who, when we 
needed them desperately, came up to help 
in our fields and shops, and on our railroads. 
They lived and worked for a while in doz- 
ens of small communities throughout the 
United States, from Maine to Montana. 
True, in many cases they were exploited. 
This will hamper our Good Neighbor policy 
for years to come. But this was not true 
everywhere. In some communities they were 
gratefully welcomed as neighbors and allies 
and became, unconsciously, amateur am- 
bassadors, taking back with them our friend- 
ship and gratitude. 


Worked for Railroad 


One of these groups worked for the New 
York Central Railroad in a village in north- 
ern New York called Beaver Dams. There, 
a little while before they left, they told me 
of their happiness here in the United States. 

They had arrived in Beaver Dams on a 
cold, bitter day early in 1945 — 50 shiver- 
ing men in straw sombreros, carrying color- 
ful straw suitcases. Before them they saw 
the long rows of crew cars which were 
to be their homes during their six 
months’ labor contract with the rail- 
road. Beyond, except for the station and a 
few scattered houses, there was nothing but 
snow, unending snow. 

Their hearts sank. They had made their 
contracts. They meant to live up to them. 
They were honorable men, selected from 
the many who had applied. They knew that 
they were furnishing badly needed labor; 
they were happy, too, about the money they 
would be able to take back to their little 
farms and homes and businesses. But they 


were cold and they were lonely, besides. 

That was on a Saturday. On Sunday, 
Edwina Davies, Elmira College graduate 
and teacher of Spanish, came by with her 
parents. Several of the men were sitting on 
the car steps wrapped in blankets and look- 
ing utterly dejected. Mr. Davies urged his 
daughter to speak to them. 

“Buenos dias,"’ she said. 

They looked up and broke into smiles. 
“Buenos dias, Sefiorita,”’ they said. 


Tell Their Problems 


‘THEN, as the conversation went on, all 50 
of the men gathered about. They told the 
pretty, friendly girl their problems. They 
asked her questions. They said they had 
misunderstood, and had thought they were 
to go to New York Cily, not State. There 
they had friends; there, they knew, would 
be Spanish movies, a Spanish colony. 
But here in this small village of half a hun- 
dred houses scattered through the snow of 
northern New York, they felt completely 
lost. 

On her way home, Edwina stopped to see 
her minister, Rev. William Thomas, of the 
Methodist Church. He went to see them 
and, though he spoke no Spanish and only 
two of the men spoke a little halting Eng-

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lish, they could understand: his friendliness. 

That night he asked his trustees for per- 
mission to hold weekly English classes in the 
church. They agreed enthusiastically. One of 
them said That he would provide a blackboard. 
Others said they would furnish the wood and 
do the janitor work. Edwina Davies offered 
to teach the class. Despite a few dissenting 
townspeople who were suspicious of “‘foreign- 
ers,”” the class began the next Saturday. 

Not long after, Friday night classes were 
added. The townspeople, eager to learn 
the language of their guests, came in in- 
creasing numbers to listen, and to learn. 

My visit to this class was a heart-warming 
experience. Simple English sentences were 
written on the blackboard and repeated slow- 
ly after Edwina by the visitors. Then they 
were written in Spanish, and the townspeople 
repeated them after Dimitrio Martinez, who 
spoke a little English. 


Laughed at Their Mistakes 


*“Wuo is the man in the white hat?” Ed- 
wina wrote on the board. In the Spanish that 
followed, the arrangement was, “Who is the 
man of the hat white?’’ They all laughed at 
the difference and, goodnaturedly, at each 
other’s mistakes. It was all gay and friendly. 

Before the class began, one of the two 
orchestras that had sprung up among the men 
had played outside the church — merry 
songs and sad ones from their own country. 
JesGs Valdéz played the (resillo, a guitar-like 
instrument. All the other instruments were 
made of odds and ends. Fernando Ramirez 
dragged a nail over the ridged back of a tin 
fish. Bruno Ramirez manipulated a pair of 
bells. The background was provided by the 
skillful sweep of Porfirio Tallebas’ fingers over

an instrument made of two tin cans. And they 
all sang. 

Later, I was invited to a house where the 
other orchestra played. The young people 
danced — the huanpango and the cucaracha, 
as well as waltzes and two-steps. 

“I don’t know,” said the hostess, “‘what 
we will do for entertainment after they go. 
They come in several evenings a week, and 
we do so enjoy their music, and hearing about 
their country and their families. We all hope, 
some day, to go down to visit Mexico, and to 
see them in their homes.” 

Two of them had been given birthday 
parties. One shared his party with the 
five-year-old daughter of his hosts. They 
liked to play with the children, and sometimes 
they spent entire rainy Sundays taking small 
boys on imaginary trips to Mexico via elec- 
tric trains. They played baseball with the 
older boys and girls, croquet with their par- 


ents. “Hi, amigos,”’ rang out from many a 
little house as they passed by. 

Nor was the friendliness all on one side. 
Each morning one or another of the men 
went down the road to bring the day’s water 
supply to 85-year-old Mrs. Horton, whom 
they had noticed carrying it herself from a 
near-by well. She misses them sorely, now. 


Offers Her Sympathy 


One dark day during their stay, José Valadéz 
got a letter telling of the death of his baby. 
All that day he sat dejectedly on the steps of 
the car. From her office in the railroad sta- 
tion, the postmistress noticed him and went 
over to ask what was the matter. That night 
she wrote to the bereaved mother. She trea- 
sures the reply. 

“I would never have believed,’ it said, 
“that from so far away, someone would ac- 
company me in my sorrow.” And she begged 


that this distant friend continue “her deeply 
appreciated” kindness to the father who was 
bearing his grief alone. | 

These men did not all have the same back- 
ground. There were among them a preacher, 
a bank clerk, a policeman, a ranchero and 
several small farmers. Two were college 
graduates; many had gone to high school. 
They ranged in age from 20 to 40. 


“Fine, Clean Bunch’’ 


‘Tey were, as one of the townspeople told 
me, “‘a fine, clean bunch of men.”’ Had they 
been left to shift for themselves in their box 
cars on the edge of the village, things might 
haVe been different. Had they been treated 
with the suspicion and hostility with which, 
all too often, we treat the stranger within our 
gates, they might have had a lonely, unhappy 
time of it. 

Men like these spent periods of six to 12 
months with us. Beaver Dams was not the 
only neighborly and hospitable community. 
There were others. The 50 workers near 
Natick, Mass., were given a Christmas party 
complete with Santa Claus, a tree and pres- 
ents for all. In Montana, the farmers studied 
Spanish in order better to understand these 
men who were helping with their crops. Col- 
leges in Maryland and Michigan and Cali- 
fornia took an interest in them. 

These men, who received fair treatment 
from us, returned to their homes as our 
friends. There they will continue to pass on 
to their children and their neighbors the warm 
feeling won for us by the people who, in 
towns, villages and on farms, did the simple, 
kindly things that, more than diplomatic 
conferences and treaties, brings nations to- 
gether in friendship. The End

Food For Conversation

Miniature waffles 
are new and clever. 


Try all these kinds. . 


WEET-TOOTH waffles turn up at 

tea parties in “Junior Miss” 
sizes. Savory waffles of midget di- 
mensions appear by the tray-loads 
along with vegetable juice cock- 
tail, with the soup course, or at 
luncheon with salad. These new 
waffiettes are but waffles, with 
sweet or savory additions, two 
bites big in the cating. 

The salami dollar is a waffle to 
spring a surprise. Cut the thinly 
sliced sausage into circles the size 
of tea biscuits. Dip each slice into 
waffle batter and quickly bake. 
Eat while they’re hot. 

Zest a half-batch of waffle bat- 
ter by adding two teaspoons of 
prepared mustard and two of horse- 
radish. Drop batter to baker, one- 


half teaspoonful to a dollop. Top 


the crisp brown wafers with hard- 
cooked egg, finely chopped, blend- 
ed with mayonnaise, touched up 
with French dressing. 


Special for Men 


SausacE checkerboards get a big 
hand from the men. Make but half 
your usual waffle recipe, adding 
one teaspoon of horse-radish and 
one. of mustard. Add one cup liver 
sausage cut in small dice. Drop 
mixture by half teaspoonful to 
the iron, and bake golden brown 
to serve very hot. 

Shrimp curls tickle the manly 
palate. Add one teaspoon of grated 
lemon rind to a half batch of bat- 
ter and into this dip freshly cooked 
shrimp, cleaned and split length- 
wise — now to bake. 


Waffiettes may be topped while 
hot with almost any savory spread. 
Take a ripe avocado, cut in half, 
remove seed, peel and turn the 
buttery flesh into a bowl rubbed 
with a cut clove of yarli¢. Mash, 
add lemon juice and salt to taste, 
spread over hot wafflettes to pass 
with a cream-type soup. 

Anchovy cheese balls on hot 
waffiettes are the right thing 
to tag a field salad. Mash three 
anchovy fillets with two table- 
spoons of mayonnaise and add one 
Form into tiny balls and roll in 
chopped parsley. Place one on each 
waffle, press down lightly so the 
ball can’t roll off. 

That for the savorites; now for 
the sweeties: To your basic waffle 
recipe add one-fourth teaspoon 
nutmeg and one-fourth cup small 
raisins Or currants, spoon drop to 
hot iron, bake and serve piping, 
spread with butter or margarine. 

Prunes lend sweet enchantment 
for a teatime treat. Add one cup 
of the céoked prunes, finely cut, 
to batter, just before pouring. 

Another idea — give the little 
waffles rich crunchiness by sprink- 
ling chopped salted nuts over bat- 
ter before closing the iron. Here’s 
one for some day — add two tea- 
spoons of grated orange rind to 
the egg yolk mixture. Bake waffles 
in miniature and serve topped with 
a dab of orange marmalade. No 
sugar for ginger-spiked waffles; 
bake them right at the tea table, 
pass hot and crunchy. 


Gingerbread Waffles 
1 cup molasses 
4g cup melted shortening 
2 eggs separated 
2 cups sifted flour 
1% teaspoons baking soda 
% teaspoon salt 
2 teaspoons ginger 
% cup sour milk 


% cup chopped nuts 


Combine molasses, melted short- 
ening and beaten egg yolk. Mix 
and sift dry ingredients and add to 
first mixture, alternately with the 
sour milk. Fold in egg whites, 
beaten stiff but not dry. Dip tea- 
spoonful of batter to waffle iron 
and sprinkle with chopped nuts. 
Bake as you would large waffles, 
four to five minutes. Serve at once. 
Yield: three dozen waffiettes.

Here’s a new kind of 
therapy — it makes the 
fun fit the ailment... 


UT in Hollywood a new form of 

entertainment therapy is being 
developed and it is having miracu- 
lous results. 

The Los Angeles Chapter of the 
American Red Cross has a branch 
called the Camp and Hospital Enter- 
tainment Committee. It’s run by a 
group of theatrical ladies who organ- 
ize 40 hospital shows a month. 

One of their specialized units 
— comedian, singer and pianist 
— is assigned to the psycho- 
meurotic cases. The entertainers 
move informally from ward to ward, 
playing for men whose minds were 
wounded. The comic is usually a 
loud, boisterous man. Subtle humor 
doesn’t go over, but slapstick often 
does. And laughter is a necessity. 


Remember the Past 


Tue singer and the pianist will do 
any song a man may request. 
These men want to remember the 
past, want to hear the songs of their 
youth. When a man can remember 
the past vividly, he loses his fear of 
the nebulous future. 

Take the case of the tired kid who 
had been a singer and guitar player. 
He had caught eight bullets in his 
spine. They'd carry him into the 
recreation hall on a stretcher. His 
eyes would be glued to the ceiling. 
Then a Committee member stum- 
bled on the kid’s musical past in the 


hospital records. A musician from 
the band slipped a guitar into his 
idle hands. He started plinking on it. 
Pretty soon he tried to lift his head. 
Soon he was playing. 

Today he’s in a wheel chair, sing- 
ing and playing the guitar over the 
networks. The doctors thought he’d 
be a stretcher case for life. 


Invited to Participate 


‘Tuen there was the case of ex- 
treme battle fatigue. The boy had 
been a pianist in civilian life, but 
hadn't played a note since his ar- 
rival at the hospital. He was invited 
to accompany a singer during one 
of the ward programs. Nervously 
his fingers found the keyboard, but 
he played beautifully. Not many 
months after that-he was sent back 
into civilian life — a well man. 
Head of the Committee is Mrs. 
Lewis Milestone, wife of the motion 
picture director. Selena Royle, 
screen actress; Mary Harris, radio 
producer, and Thelma Warren, for- 
mer booking agent, are a few of the 
workers. The entertainment also in- 
cludes ward parties and game nights. 
A Sports Quiz was introduced re- 
cently. Experts were taken. to the 
hospital, and the patients tried to 
stump them. These audience-par- 
ticipation shows have been highly 
successful. The men lose their inhi- 
bitions in the excitement of the quiz. 
The Committee expects to con- 
tinue its work for at least 15 years. 
It understands that the problem of 
our future generation is the rehabili- 
tation of these wounded men.
